lithe House Struggles With the Admis­ 
sion of New States. 


[Week ending Jan. IO.] 
Monday.—In the Senate, today. Mr. Hoar 
introduced a concurrent resolution for the 
counting of tho votes for president and vice 
president, which wa3 referred to the com­ 
mittee on privileges and elections. It pro­ 
vides that the two houses of Congress shall 
assemble in the hall of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives on Wednesday. Feb. 13 next, at 
I o'clock in Hie afternoon; that the presi­ 
dent of the Senate shall be the presiding 
officer; that two persons shall be appointed 
tellers on the part of the Senate, aud two 
on the part of the House, to make a list of 
the votes and to report the result to the 
president of the Senate, who is to announce 
the state of 
the vote and the persons 
elected; and that that shall be deemed a 
declaration of the persons elected president 
nnd vice president of the United States, and 
shall be entered on the journals of the two 
bouses. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of the turin bill. 
Ttie discussion ceuired largely on the 
question of adc itting materials for ship­ 
building free of duty. an amendment pro­ 
posed by Mr. Gray of Delaware, and it was 
re ected, yeas 24, nays 2 
strict party vote. 
Other amendments offered generally by 
Democratic senate s placing bricks, salt, 
laths, lumber, etc., on the free list, and 
levying duties on attar of roses aud otner 
essences were rejected. 
When the bill was laid aside an amend­ 
m ent was pending by Mr. \ est of Missouri 
to put salt on tim free list. 
Mr. Chandler introduced a bill reviving 
the grade of lieutenant-general of the 
United States army, and authorizing the 
President to appoint any major-general to 
the position. 
Adjourned. 
V a i T h e r e a H a m l i n w i t h W ea v er* 
In the House, immediately after the read­ 
ing of the journal, Mr. Randall of Pennsyl­ 
vania from the committee on rules, re­ 
ported a resolution rescinding the rules re­ 
quiring a daily adjournment at 5 o’clock. 
This resolution gave rise to an interest- 
I 
ng dobate, in which Messrs. Cannon and 
teed took tile mound that it should bo 
W eed to as strengthening the rights ami 
powers of a majority against a filibustering 
minority. Mr. Payson strenuously opposed 
It. declaring that it was the outcome of a 
bargain between Mr. Weaver 
an I 
the 
Democratic members of the committee on 
Yules, and incidentally denouncing 
the 
Oklahoma bill. 
Mr. Payson’s remarks aroused great indig­ 
nation among tho friends of the Oklahoma 
bill, but they were unable to obtain Hie 
Poor to reply to him. 
Mr. Randall indig­ 
nantly denied that there had been any bar­ 
gain made with Mr. Weaver, and declared 
that the resolution had been reported iii 
order to permit the House to transact its 
business. 
Tim resolution was agreed to. and the 
House proceeded to the consideration of 
routine business. 
Mr. Cowles of North Carolina introduced 
a bill containing the internal revenue feat­ 
ures of the Mills bill. and moved its refer­ 
ence to the committee on appropriations. 
Agreed to. 
Air. Brower of North Carolina introduced 
U bill to repeal the tax od tobacco. Lost. 
The House then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of business pertaining to the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, and after disposing of 
several bills adjourned. 
Salt or A t ta r of R oses? 
T uesday.—It took five and a half hours 
of discussion, during which nearly every 
luhject, relevant and irrelevant, formed 
part of the debate for the Senate to dis­ 
cover that it could not decide the pending 
question of the tariff bill. 
Mr. Vest had 
moved to strike attar of roses from the free 
list, and substitute salt therefor, and his 
motion caused a debate which took in 
everything political and sectional, and then 
the Senate ad ourned with the great case 
of attar of ros-sj vs. salt still undecided 
and an eager country waiting breathless 
for tho decision whether that article of 
primo necessity, attar of roses, should be 
Imported free from the land of the Com­ 
mander of the Faithful. 
Now S ta te s W a i t i n g to be Admitter!. 
In the House, on motion of Mr. Spinolaof 
New York, a bill was passed for the estab­ 
lishment of a lightship. With fog signal, at 
bandy Hook, at a cost of SGU,OOO. 
Mr. Springer of 111 nois called up as the 
(pedal order the Senate bill for the admis­ 
sion of Soutii Dakota and the organization 
pf the Territory of North Dakota. Tho bill 
having been read in full, Mr, Springer took 
the floor in explanation of tile measure and 
in advocacy of the substitute (tile omnibus 
bill), 
which 
he 
proposed 
to 
offer 
at 
the 
proper 
time. 
He 
sketched 
briefly 
tile 
action 
of 
the 
constitu­ 
tional 
convention 
beld in Dakota, in 
September, 1885. which had formulated a 
constitution for the .state of South Dakota. 
The constitution had been submitted to the 
people and ratified by a vote of 25.000 to 
GODO. The total vote had been only GI,OOO, 
while at that tune there had l ech 65,000 
voters in the Territory, in view of the 
smallness of the v‘oto he insisted, in justice 
to the people of Dakota, that a new conven­ 
tion should bo held. He called attention 
to various provisions of the constitution of 
1885, which he considered bore tho marks 
of having been formulated hastily, ami 
argued that they presented another reason 
why a now convention should be held. Ile 
criticised the clause of the constitution de­ 
claring that all the existing archives, re­ 
cords and books belonging to the Territory 
of Dakota shall belong to the State of 
South Dakota. Under the clause the secre­ 
tary of state of the new State was author­ 
ized to go to Bismarck and denude the 
Cap tol thoro of every scrap of paper aud 
every book belonging to the Territory. 
Mr. Cox of Now York was in favor rd' the 
omnibus bill with certain amendments, but 
lie was willing lo help along- any little con­ 
ference betw een the two houses of Congress 
which would result in elevating the Terri­ 
tories into the rank of Statehood. Every 
Territory O'cent Utah should be admitted 
into the Union when it had a population 
sufficient under the laws to e'ect a member 
of Congress. The Question of admission was 
not a political one, and should not and could 
not be made so. States did not always re­ 
tain the politics which predominated when 
they were Territories. It might be objected 
that the passage of the omnibus bill and the 
admission of the Territories would make 
top-heavy tho unpopular body in this Capi­ 
to l-he meant the body that was not of 
popular origin. 
But it could not be made 
top-heavy if the Territories contained popu­ 
lations sufficient to elect congressmen to the 
House. 
Mr. Gifford of Dakota defended the work 
of the constitution;!, 
convention. 
The 
v>eoale, he said, wanted no further vote 
upon division. 
Mr. Toole of Montana advocated the ad­ 
mission of Ids Territory. Ho said the Gar­ 
field and Cleveland administrations had 
failed to redeem their promises to relieve 
’ the Territories of carpet bag rule. Montana 
I was entitled to Statehood four years ag . 
i The people of tho Territories had been pa- 
tient and long-suffering, but they found 
their modesty departing and independence 
asserting itself, To bo un an equal footing 
with the States of the Un.on was a woithy 
ambition. 
Fending fuither debate the House ad­ 
journed. 
T iu P l a t e s a n d 
C o n f e d e r a t e 
B r i g a ­ 
d ie r s. 
Wednesday.—The President’s two mes­ 
sages in regard to affairs iii Samoa and 
Hayti were laid before the Senate and re­ 
ferred (with accompanying documents) to 
the committee on foreign relations. 
Mr. Platt presented a copy of the pro­ 
ceedings of a Statehood convention held in 
North Dakota in favor of a division of the 
territory aud the admission of North Dakota 
as a State. 
Consideration of the tariff bill was re­ 
sumed, aud Mr. Allison moved to amend 
paragraph 173. as to penknives and razors, 
bv substituting for t a provision that pen­ 
knives valued at not less than 50 cents per 
dozen shall nay 12 cents per dozen ; valued 
at more than GO ^ents and notexceoding §2. 
36 cents per dozen; valued at more than 
docent-: per dozen. and. in addition 50 per 
cent. ad va Orem on all; aud that razors 
valued tit not more than 84 per dozen shall 
pay 81 per dozen; valued at more lim n*! 
per do en, 81.25, ana. in t dditiou thereto, 
VSO per cent. ad va Orem on all. 
I hen the question of the duty od tin plate 
came up for discussion, the rate of tariff' be­ 


ing determined by a belief that a new in­ 
dustry could be developed in the United 
States. 
Mr. Allison said there were quite a num­ 
ber of establishments which could imme­ 
diately, or within a very brief period, per­ 
haps 30 days. enter on the production of tin 
plate. He believed that within the time 
fixed for the new provision to take effect, 
Jan. I, 1390, thoro would be a sufficient 
plant in this country to manufacture all the 
tin plate used here, in competition with 
Great Britain. The quantity of tin plate 
imported into the United States was 283.- 
000 tons, lf the Increased rates were to 
take effect at once a large increase of rev­ 
enue wou d result from it. and therefore 
the committee proposed to postpone the 
time. After looking into til© m atter the 
committee had decided to allow the present 
rate of duty on tin plate to stand until the 
1st of January. 1890. aud that would allow' 
tim e for the establishment of sufficient 
plant in this country to produce all the tin 
plate needed. 
Mr. \ an ce ventured to say thai the pro- 
p sod duty on the plate would be equivalent 
to IOO per cent. aa valorem. 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas argued in favor of 
putting tin plate on the free list. He said 
th at the amendment doubled the tax on an 
article of prime necessity and diverted the 
revenue from it from the public treasury 
into private pockets. More than 84 OOO,OOO 
of the revenue derived from tin plates, he 
said, went as a drawback on t he exportation 
of tinware, and he thought that if n ne- 
tenths of tho duty were remitted to loreign- 
ers. ten-tenths ought to be remitted to the 
people of tile United States. 
H s own 
motion to put tin plate on the free list would 
be for the benefit of the people at large, not 
of private corporations. , 
Mr. Morgan advocated Mr. Jones’ motion 
to put tin plate on the free list, and said 
th at Mr. Jones’ argument as to the draw­ 
back on exported tinware was unanswer­ 
able. There was no tin, be said, in this 
country. 
Mr. Teller contradicted that assertion and 
said that there was a vast quantity of tin 
in the Deadwood region. 
The N egro Problem. 
In the course of a discussion between Mr. 
Morgan aud Mr. Hawley as to the relative 
value of lands in manufacting and non­ 
m anufacturing States. Mr. Morgan charac­ 
terized the young negroes of Alabama as 
the most God forsaken people (in respect of 
industry) that was to be found anywhere 
outside of Algiers or Morcoco. or the great 
desert of Sahara. It cost a full $1000 to 
raise a negro boy from birth to manhood 
not to mc ude his stealings and other depre­ 
dations. If he could, by a decree of law or 
Providence, ex el from Alabama every 
negro iii it aud have a barrier erecte i so 
th at he could never return, the lands in 
Alabama would run up to prices greater 
than those in Wisconsin. People would 
rush there with more eagerness than they 
were now showing in trying to get into 
Oklahoma. 
. 
Mr. Blair—Do yon consider that it would 
be for the interests of the white Southern 
people that the negroes should emigrate 
from the Southern States in a body'/ 
Mr. Morgan Not in a body. and not im­ 
mediately. But I have been always in favor 
of the proposition introduced by Mr. Win* 
dom of Minnesota which looked to tho 
scattering of the negroes of the South into 
the Northern States. I wish the squat r 
from New Hampshire had in his owrn State 
lO i.OOO negroes that we can furnish him 
from Alabama. I would be very glad in­ 
deed to give them to him. I wish that 
among societies lie gets up he would get up 
one for the introduction of negroes from 
Alabama into New Hampshire, and I will do 
my best to promote such a society, get sub­ 
scribers for it and get the negroes to 
migrate. 
T i n P l a t e A g a in . 
After a little more digression, during 
which Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire 
handled the “Confederate brigadiers’’ in 
the old fashion, the debate returned to the 
subject ol tin plate once more. 
Mr. Hawley favored the iucreas»of duty. 
Mr. Aldrich admitted that there was not 
a pound of tin plate 
manufactured in 
the United Stales at present, but said 
th at 
that 
fact 
was 
owing 
solely to 
the inadequacy of the duty. He held that 
it was as much within the scope oi a 
protective system to create new industries 
as to maintain existing ones. 
What, he 
asked, did the successful establishment of 
the tin plate industry to the United States 
mean''’ It meant the annual production of 
not).UDO tons of tin plate and the profitable 
employment of at least 10,000 people. 
Ho 
believed that In a few years American tin 
plate would I e selling in the New York 
m arket at a price little greater, if any, than 
the British article was selling at today, 
There was further discussion on the sub­ 
ject, but no vote was reached, aud, after an 
agreement that from Friday^till Tuesday 
next the daily hour of meeting shall be l l 
o’clock, the Senate adjourned. 
N e w Mexico W a n t s Admission. 
After the transaction of routine business 
the House resumed the consideration of the 
Territorial bills, and was addressed by Mr. 
Joseph of New Mexico, who presented the 
claims of that Territory for admission into 
the Union. 
Mr. Struble of Ohio said the minority of 
tho committee was of the opinion that New 
Mexico was not qualified at this time to be 
admitted into the Union. 
Mr, Voorhees of Washington voiced the 
demand of the people of that Ten ito.y tor 
admission into Hie Union, and expressed 
the ext erne regret ana profound indigna­ 
tion which he. in common with his con­ 
stituents. felt at the apathy exhibited by 
Congiess to that demand iii the past. 
Mr. Hermann of Oregon favored the 
speedy aduiiss on of those Territories which, 
by reason of their population and natural 
resources, wore entitled to Statehood. 
Mr. Baker of New York thought that the 
State of South Dakota should be irnme 
diatoly admitted without being hampered 
by being coupled with other Terri to ms. 
Mr. Dubois of Idaho said that while the 
Territory which ne repro# nited was not 
now asking for admission to the Union, it 
did ask for an enabling act which would fix 
a definite time when it could assume the 
responsibilities of statehood. 
Mitgar I n t e r e s t s . 
T h u r s d a y —'The Semite, at 12.20, re­ 
sumed consideration of the tariff bill, the 
pending question being on tho amendment 
to the tin plate paragraph. The amend­ 
m ent was adopted, yeas 25, nays 18 (Mr. 
Brown vot ng aye). It fixes the duty on tin 
nlato (taggers iron or steel), when valued at 
3 cents a pound or less, thinner than N’p. 
IO and not thinner than No. 20. wire gauge, 
at I cent per pound. On the thinner plates 
at I I.-IO, I 3-loand I 4-10 cents per pound, 
and on corrugated or criuiplea plates I m o 
cents per pound. All other iron or steel 
sheets, plates and hoop (excepting tin 
plates), when galvanized or coated with zinc 
Spelter or other metal, are to pay three­ 
quarters of a cent per pound additional, and 
after Jan. I. 18*9, tin plate is to pay three­ 
quarters of a cent per pound additional. 
The amendment proposing a bounty on 
sugar made from beets, sorghum or sugar 
cane grown in tho United States was then 
taken up. 
Mr. Yo-t declared emphatically his oppo­ 
sition to all such bounties, which lie con­ 
sidered the most ob ectiouable form of pro­ 
tection. 
Mr. Allison said that the finance commit­ 
tee had been tola that the protection which 
the substitute proposed to tho sugar-cane 
growers of the country was not sufficient, 
and tliucommitt e supposed that they would 
be satisfied with a bounty equivalent to the 
protection given under foisting law. 
This was but the beginning of along de­ 
bate. the claims of Louisiana being the 
main theme. 
Mr. Allison said that Louisiana had grown 
strung 
aud vigorous 
under 
the tariff 
“trust.” and had "stood in with it. and 
abided by it, for sugar, and sugar alone.” 
But when a proposition was made that 
would reduce the price of sugar to the 
consumer one cent a pound, the senator 
from Louisiana answered it by a denuncia­ 
tion of the whole system. He (Mr. Allison) 
dei lared that it would be better for the 
people to pay for tile whole sugar crop of 
Louisiana and dump it in the Gulf of Med­ 
ico than to keen up rile existing duty on 
sugar. 
’Hie 
pending proposition would 
save .$22,000,000 or $ 23. OO Q, OOO to the con­ 
sumers of sugar In this country after the 
proposed bon ut was paid. 
Without reaching a vote, and after a 
short executive session, the Senate ad- 
journeu. 
S p r i n g e r ’ * O m n i b u s BMI. 
After routine business the House re­ 
sumed consideration of the Territorial bills. 
Mr. Adams of Illinois characterized the 
omnibus bill as a transparent subterfuge. 
Unde r it the reople of the Territories would 
not obtain a single substantial advantage 
wh ch they could not obtain if it was not 
passed, while the defeat of the Senate bill 
would have the practical effect of continu­ 
ing tor one year the outrage on the people 
of Dakota. 
Mr. Reed of Maine protested against the 
perpetuation of the system of bunching 
Territories. It could arise from uotliingex- 
cept a disposition to get into the Union a 
State, the situation of which was doubtful, 
at the expense of those with regard to 
which every one was agreed. It had the 
appearance of alo etical manoeuvre. 
Tile bill was then read by sections, and 
then Mr. Springer moved to strike out all 
after the enacting clause and to substitute 
the omnibus bill. This was ruled out of 
order. Mr Springer then moved to strike 
out the enacting clause and insert House 


bill 8466. with certain amendment*. This 
was ruled out of order. Mr. Springer then 
offered House bill ham! as a substitute, end 
Mr. burrows raised a point of order against 
it. The speaker, being in doubt regarding 
the order under which tin* House was pro­ 
ceeding, said he should submit the question 
to ttie House for its di cision. A short debate 
followed, and then Mr. Burrows said that 
as there was a misunderstanding as to its 
effect he would withdraw bis point of order. 
House bill 8406 was then received as a sub­ 
stitute. 
Mr. Springer then asked unanimous con­ 
sent that the previous substitute offered by 
him (the one providing for a division of Da­ 
kota) be considered in its stead. The speak­ 
er pro tem. (Mr. Cox) submitted the re­ 
quest, and their being no objection, so 
stated, .subsequently a question ari se as to 
whether this consent had been granted; 
but no record of the transaction appeared in 
the official reporter’s notes. 
Much confu­ 
sion ensued, but finally consent was again 
given. Mr. Macdonald of Minnesota then 
offered his substitute for Mr. Springer’s 
proprsition. 
Ponding its reading the House adjourned. 
T h e B r i t i s h B u g b e a r . 
F riday.—Tho discussion on the sugar 
bounty amendment continued during the 
day with occasional variations. 
Mr. Butler sent to the clerk's desk and 
had read a newspaper interview with Kan­ 
sas representatives, generally unfavorable 
to the bounty proposition aud argued that 
there would be as much reason in offering 
a bounty of 55 for every head of beef cattle 
raised in the United States, aud a bounty of 
81 for every sheep and hog. He looked 
upon the proposed policy as vicious and un­ 
justifiable, and argued against its constitu­ 
tionality. 
The discussion drifted into the relative 
expenses of tho working classes of living in 
Europe and the I’nited States, Mr. Butler 
conttnding that they were less, and Sena­ 
tors Blair and Hoar that they were greater. 
Mr. Hoar sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read a letter from the manager of a Fall 
River cotton mill, giving a list of wages 
paid there to the various classes of opera­ 
tives. who number ly.iXk) men, women and 
children and giving the deposits in sav­ 
ings banks at 111.800,OOO. this in contra­ 
dict on of the testimony taken before the 
Blair committee and read to the Senate 
some time since. 
Finally the discussion was closed and the 
vote taken on the sugar bounty amend­ 
ment. 
It was agreed to by a vote of 27 to 23, 
party lines being maintained on it. except 
in the case et Mr. Payne of Ohio. who 
voted aye with the Republicans, and Mr. 
(quay of Pennsylvania, who voted with the 
Democrats against it. 
Ad.ourued. 
T h e " O m n i b u s ” © et# T h r o u g h . 
In the House the consideration of the 
Territorial bills was resumed, the pending 
question be ng on the Macdonald substitute 
for the Springer omnibus bill, which itself 
is a substitute for the Senate Dakota bill. 
The substitute w as rejected—yeas 117. nays 
7 22—Messrs. Macdonald and Tarsnev beme 
the only Democrat# joining in the solid Re­ 
publican vote in favor of the proposition. 
The House then proceeded to vote on the 
omnibus bill as amended as a substitute for 
tile Senate measure, us it was agreed*to by 
a party vote of yeas 133, nays 120. 
The Senate bill as amended by the substi­ 
tution of the omnibus bill was then passed, 
yeas 144, nays 98. 
Mr. Springer moved to amend tile title so 
as to conform to the body of the bill. 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio thought that the 
title should read, “To try to convince the 
pe pie of Dakota that the Democratic party 
is willing that Dakota should come into the 
Union, but in fact to keep that Territory 
and all others that have a Republican ma- 
.owty out of the Union for an indefi­ 
nite period of time.” The gentleman /rom 
Illinois, by his words of fulsome praise, 
would not deceive the people of the Terri­ 
tories as to what was the deliberate pur­ 
pose of the Democratic party in the lion e. 
J Hiring tile last session of Congress the 
gentleman from Illinois and those who 
acted with 
him 
had refuged to con­ 
sider a bill 
for tho admission of L a­ 
kota. 
But 
they 
had 
heard a voice. 
It 
had 
been tile 
voice of a magnifi­ 
cent popular uprising iu the Northwest. 
It had said in thunder tom s that the Demo­ 
cratic party w'hs not fit to rule the country, 
Tile pe pie of the Northwest had called for 
bread and the Democratic caucus had 
given them a stone. 
There was nothing 
now' in the bill but delay. 
Its purpose was 
to delay and defraud the people out of their 
rights. - 
The House then took a recess until even­ 
ing. when 30 private pension bills were 
passed. 
C h e a p C u tle r y . 
Saturday.—Frauds in the cutlery trade 
formed the spicy subject of debate in the 
Senate. 
Mr. Platt asserted that it was not true 
that American cutlery m anufacturers who 
asked for additional protection for their in­ 
dustry wereguilty of gutting English trade 
on American made knives. Ile gave statis­ 
tics of ttie decrease of the business since 
1883. 
Not a single company. lie said, 
manufacturing pocket cutlery had made 
anytiiing mote than expenses during the 
past year, and no dividends ha I been 
declared. Half the concerns had failed 
since 
1883. 
None 
of 
them 
had 
made any money. 
The importation of 
pocket cutlery was increasing rapidly, and 
the American production of cutlery was 
diminishing rapidly. So that there must be 
an increase of the existing duty or the busi­ 
ness in the United States must stop. Salt, 
gold leaf, guns, revolvers, rice, print rollers 
for wail paper, aud other articles were also 
considered. 
Mr. Blair sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read tile conclusions arrived at by an Eng­ 
lishman (Mr. Pettier) who had been exam- 
iii ng Hie relative conditions of American 
and Engl is] i workingmen, and who reported 
that protection was a gigantic success in 
tfio United States as a source of high 
wages. 
After a short executive session the Senate 
adjourned.Six P e n s i o n V e to e s. 
The House received six pension vetoes 
from tim President, discussed tile fortifica­ 
tions bill, drifted off in a wordy wrestle, 
and finally .-citied down to a series of reso­ 
lutions and speeches eulogistic of deceased 
members, in which solemn mood they ad­ 
journed, aud the week’s business carne to 
an end.

The Parnell Commission and 
the Irish Newspapers. 


Painful Death of the Celebrated Singer 


Di Murska. 


Notes of Interest Gathered Prom All 
Parts of the Globe. 


Tho Parnell commission resumed its sit­ 
ting Jan. 15, after the holiday recess. Sir 
Charles Russell, counsel for the Parnellites, 
applied for an order against the Worcester 
Times for certain comments made upon the 
commission. 
Presiding Justice Haunen 
said lie regretted the repeated applications 
of this charaetcr.which, ho declared.caused 
more distress to the court than the prosecu­ 
tion of the inquiry itself. He appealed to 
counsel to use their influence to prevent 
such statement# as it was chanted the 
Worcester Times had published. The court, 
he said, would decide Six Charles’ applica­ 
tion later. 
William O’Brien appeared before the com­ 
mission under citation. He stated that lie 
accepted the responsibility for the article in 
I nited Ireland, for which he was sum­ 
moned. but denied that he intended any 
disrespect to the court, and disclaimed im­ 
puting that the judges were not doing their 
duty. The court reserved judgment in the 
matter. 
Mr. O’Brien said he did not assume to 
question their lordship’s rulings, but urged 
that he was entitled to comment upon the 
scandalous evidence that was being given 
before the commission. Continuing, he said: 
"We are most anxious to meet the charges 
made against us. Month after month we 
are incurring frightful expense, and yet tho 
Times lias not touched the one allegation 
made in its columns winch, if proved, will 
lender all this m atter entirely superfluous. 
We do not criticise the court, but the con­ 
duct of the Times. We desire,to come to the 
point. 
That is the object of our Scotch 
action.” 
Counsel for Mr. Brodrich, warden of 
Merton College. Oxford, who was sum­ 
moned to appear before the commission 
today for making a speech in which ho 
compared Messrs. Davitt and Dillon to the 
W hitechapel murderer, repudiated the con­ 
struction placed upon the speech, and 
denied that Mr. Brodrich had intended any 
contempt of court. Justice Happen said 
that, after the assurance of counsel, it was 
unnecessary for the court to take any 
further steps in the matter. 
The taking of evidence was then re­ 
sumed. and testimony was introduced rela­ 
tive to evictions in Tipperary.

Upon the resumption of the session of the 
Parnell commission next morning. Presid­ 
ing 
Justice 
Ilannen sq^d Mr. William 
O’Brien’s article in United Ireland, for 
which he was summoned to appear before 
the court, exceeded fair discussion of the 
case under investigation, but he admitted 
that there was some force in Mr. O’Brien's 
argument regarding the continued circula­ 
te n of the Times pamphlets, und said he 
b e lie'ed no disrespect was intended to be 
shown towards the court by the article. 
Therefore, he would not punish Mr.O’Brien. 
He added, however, that in future cases of 
a similar nature would be more severely 
treated. 
Patrick Delaney, a convict in the Mary- 
boro prison, testified that he belonged to 
the Fiuians until September, 1882. The 
principal leaders of the organization were 
Messrs. Egan aud Brennan, Dr. McAllister, 
John Lavey aud John Doran.

The only letter that attracted interest was 
one from Davitt to Harris, written in New 
York, iii which Davitt said:

O’Leary is here. He came from Paris to up­ 
set my-Laud League endeavors, He will go 
back a wiser, though sadder, man.

The Great Artiste Lo«*i Her Voice 
an d Dies Destitute. 
N ew York, Jan. 18.—The news of tho 
death of limo Di Murska, once the queen of 
song, at Munich, yesterday, was received 
bere today, causing many a sigh to escape 
the lips of those who had known her and 
had been charmed by that wonderful voice. 
She was a complete wreck of her old scdf. 
Nothing was left of her glorious voice. Her 
fortune was gone. and with it her friends. 
The 
only 
one 
to 
remain 
with 
her 
to 
the 
last 
was 
her daughter, who, 
heart-broken at the Joss of her beloved 
mother, committed suicide 
by 
taking 
poison. She had been stanch and true to 
her motlier in life—could she desert her iu 
death ? 
Di Murska was not old, as is generally 
believed, tffie was born in Croatia 45 years 
ago. 
Her parents were poor. 
The girl 
gave 
evidence 
at 
at 
early 
age 
of 
being endowed with a voice that 
was 
remarkable 
tor its 
purity 
and power. 
Wealthy people became interested in her 
and sent her to Vienna and Paris, where she 
studied under Signor and Mme. Machesi. 
She made her debut in 1862 at the Pergola 
Theatre, in Florence. 
Pesth, Berlin. Hamburg aud Vienna en­ 
gagements were all crowned with success, 
and the girl became a popular favorite. 
Finally her London debut was made at Her 
Majesty’s Theatre as Lucia de Lamraer- 
moor. Her success was electrifying, and 
her reputation was established. 
Di Murska remained iii London until 
1873. returning to the continent only during 
the off seasons. Maurice Strakosch, that 
prince of impressarios, piloted her over an 
extended tour between 1873 and 187C. 
She came to America then for the first 
time. Her success in New York was great. 
The 
brilliancy of her 
voice 
captured 
the 
town. 
She 
returned 
to 
Europe 
and 
did 
not 
come 
back 
until 
two 
years ago. Alas! what a change had been 
wrought in those few short years! The 
beautiful woman of old bad grown prema­ 
turely aged and feeble; her voice had lost 
its purity aud quality ; in short. lim a di 
Murska was a wreck of her former self 
She had been sent for by Mrs. F. B. Thur- 
ber. who wanted her as a teacher at the 
National Conservatory of Music. Tho fa­ 
mous singer wa# hailed with delight. She

pupils the reason why. So they declared 
her a failure as a teacher of singing and let 
her go. Then injudicious friends advised

lek and cal). She became ill. With ill­ 
ness came poverty. 
Had it not been for kind musical friends 
the singer, with her young daughter, v«uld 
huvebeen obliged to seek public chimty. 
Her old friends once more came to the 
rescue. They collected enough money to 
send her and her daughter back to Europe. 
They returned to Munich, where they 
went into retirement. Tho money that had 
been presented to them here was soon gone, 
and poverty, direst poverty, stared them in 
the face. Death ended their misery. 
Di Murska’s voice was a pure and flexible 
soprano. 
It was nearly three octaves in 
compass 
lier ability as a bravura singer 
was remarkable. To this she added much 
talent as an actress. 
In spite of her talent, her former wealth, 
her friends, everything, lima di Murska 
died a death of poverty, misery and pain.

Fire lh the Royal P alace at Pekin. 
S h a n g h a i. Jan. 19.—Thefire which broke 
out in the imperial palace at Pekin ou Jan.

FIGHTING IN SAMOA. 


German Sailors and Marines 
Defeated by Natives. 


Ceusuls Vainly Protest Against the 


Bombardment of a Town. 


Reported Outrages on American Citi­ 
zens and the Flag. 


N e w Y o rk , Jan. 20.—The most serious 
state of affairs exists in Sumoa. says a 
special from Apia, Samoa, Jan. 5, via San 
Francisco, to, the Herald. On the night of 
Dec. 18 the sailors from tho German men- 
o -war Adler, 
Olga and Eber 
attacked 
Mataafa’s soldiers, under tho direction of 
tho Gorman consul and Captain Fritz, the 
senior naval officer in tile port. As the 
result of the encounter 22 Gorman sailors 
were killed aud 32 wounded. Since then 
the German warships have burned Ameri­ 
can’s bouses, 
torn down the stars and 
stripes, seized citizens of the United States 
in the neutral waters of Apia harbor and 
taken them prisoners on bourd the German 
vessels and tired upon the American flog. 
King Mataafa’s party, who had beeu fight­ 
ing almost constantly since Hie battle at 
I.autouaua, killing aud wounding many of 
Tainasesc’s men. begun to fall short of am­ 
munition. but were able to obtain 20,(’OO 
Snider cartridges, mortgaging their lands to 
pay for ammunition. Tamaseso’s men wore 
reported becoming more dissatisfied daily. 
and desertions from his ranks became very 
frequent, several villagers leaving his army 
in a party and going to their homes. A de­ 
tachment of Mataafa’s men succeeded in 
carrying tho upper end of Taniasese’s big 
fort, Lantuando, on Dec. 12. On the same 
day the German man-of-war Olga arrived 
from Marshall islands. Tho boat had on 
board the exiled King. Malietoa. whom the 
Germans had de -Hied to bring back from 
Africa, where ho had been taken. Malietoa 
had been left at Marshall islands, not hav­ 
ing been brought hack to Samoa. 
on tho night of Dec. it; a large party of 
German sailors, numbering 
180, came 
ashore at Apia and entered the stores, 
saloons aud native houses in search of 
Americans. Englishmen and half castes. 
They entered the residence of George Scao- 
lan. United States marshal at Apia. Ile 
was not in. but the sailors found him and 
his brother. Morris Snyder, also an Ameri­ 
can citizen, further up the street, and 
starting a quarrel, 
Mtnlioeit B o ti) A m ericans 
In the hack. The Scanlons escaped to a 
native church, where their wounds were 
dressed and found not to he fatal. The 
German sailors ran through the streets at­ 
tacking all persons they mot except the 
Germans aud injured the adherents of 
Tamnsese. ami among the number were 
native women and children. 
Home of 
Matuafa’s soldiers came in from the bush 
and were anxious to benin shooting, but 
were urged by United States Consul Black- 
lock not to fire. 
On Dec. 17 the United- States consul 
sent a protest to tho German consul, 
asserting that the conduct of I be Germans 
had been outrageous, and had placed the 
American lives and property in groat jeop­ 
ardy. 
On the morning of Dee. 17 the Olga left 
Apia and steamed un the coast and returned 
that evening with Tamasese’s secretary on 
board. That night the secretary wrote a 
letter to his wife in Apia, stating that the 
Germans would attack the town of Mataa- 
f aga tole during the night and would kill 
Mataafa’s men while rimy were sleeping. 
Tim woman told the news to one of lier rel­ 
atives in Apia, who in turn sent word to 
Mataafa,’* soldiers. Before midnight 200 
armed men had assembled on shore a short 
distance above the English consulate, and 
concealing themselves in tho bush waited 
for tho appearance of the German boats 
About 2 o’clock in the morning three Ger­ 
man man-of-war boats approached half a 
mile al.ovo tho British consulate sud were 
distinctly seen by the British consul. It 
was evidently their intention to land and 
proceed to Mataafagatele on font. 
The 
shouts of the soldiers of Mataafa drove 
them off. and two of the boats proceded 
towards Vailele, while one was pulled rap­ 
idly ashore opposite the village of Faeefi- 
vailiele. When the Germans landed they 
onenod five on Mataafa’s men, and the na­ 
tives rallying, drove them to the village of 
Vailele. 
At this point tliev Coined the crews of the 
two boats, ann.forming a hollow square, be­ 
gall shooting at Mataafa’s men, two of 
whom wero killed. 
The sailors became 
panic-stricken, and despite the efforts oi 
their three officers 
T h re w A w ay T h e ir <4un* 
and 'ran undtjr the German plantation 
houses in the vicinity and into the bush. 
They were followed by natives, who shot 
them wherever they found them. Lieuten­ 
ant Sieger of the Olga whs killed while 
trying to rally his men. and two officers 
were wounded. A number of sailors man­ 
aged to make their escape by jumping into 
the boats and pulling out to sea. They 
were picked up by the Eber. winch had 
come up on hearing the firing. The bodies 
of the dead German Bailors were left lying 
on the ground, where they were found and 
taken away under cover of the German 
sinus on ibe following day. 
Mataafa’s 
soldiers ret ired without burning or causing 
damage to property. 
At 7 o’clock on tho morning of Dec. 19 the 
German man-of-war Aaler left Ama. send­ 
ing word to the commander of the United 
H ates war ship Nipsic that the German 
consul was on board, and that he was going 
to Haluafata to stop tho lighting. 
Consul 
Blaeklock protested in the name of tho 
United Stales against Die action of the Gor­ 
man consul, which would place the lives 
aud property of the Americans in greatest, 
danger, and th at their action wa# in direct 
conflict with powers conferred upon tho 
representatives of the three treaty nations. 
Tho Nipsic was ordered to Latouza. and 
soon after her arrival Captain Mullan with 
three officers boarded tho Adler and de­ 
manded of Consul Knappa a reason for hav­ 
ing declared his intention to stop the war 
without consulting tho consuls. 
Tho Ger­ 
man consul replied discourteously to Cap­ 
tain Mullan, and said he would hob! no 
communication with un American naval 
captain, and would be responsible for his 
acts to his government. 
The next morning tho Adler bombarded 
the town of La lly. which had been evacu­ 
ated the previous night, tho inhabitants 
having been notified by Captain Mullan 
that the Germans wore going to fire upon 
tho town. Thirty-four shells were fired by 
the Acller. arui then four boatloads of sailors 
were landed from the Olga and Adler. 
They burned tho village, including two 
small Roman Catholic churches. The ships 
then returned to Apia. 
On Dec. 18 Consul Knappe hail sent a let­ 
ter to Mataafa. telling him tho German 
ships would shell his villages unless he 
came on board tho Gel man man-of-war be­ 
fore noon of Dec. 20. and cause his people 
to give up all their guns. Mataafa did not 
reply to this letter, but sent bark word ni ter 
the battle that he was sorry to kill the Ger­ 
man sailors, but that the Samoans intended 
to 
Flsrtlt for T h e ir L ib erty . 
and would fight whoever attacked them. 
On the afteruoon of Dec. 20 the three con­ 
suls met to arrive at some settlement of the 
trouble. Mataafa’# presence was desired by 
the United States and British consuls, but 
tho German consul refused to meet him, 
and

Oil the following day the German con­ 
sul issued a proclamation ordering the 
Samoans 
to

board the Olga during the day, and if this 
was not done the ship would bombard tho 
village of Mataafagatele.

lock ut once returned a protest, and at the 
same time informed him that E. I - Hamil­ 
ton an American citizen, and formerly the 
United States vice consul in Apia, owned 
three houses in Mataafagatele, over which 
the American flag bad been placed, ami 
adding that if this property was damaged 
the German government woald be held re- 
spou.-dble. 
The German consul made no 
reply. 
On the 21st the Olga fired 25 shells on the 
town of Mataafagatele and three boatloads 
of men went ashore aud destroyed the vil­ 
lage by fire, burning also the houses of Mr. 
Hamilton. A large American flag, formerly 
used for consular purposes, which had been 
placed on one of the houses, had been 
burned by the German men-of-war. and 
then tern down. Fragments of the flag 
were taken to Apiaand delivered to Consul 
Blaeklock. who has forwarded them to Sec­ 
retary Bayard. 
On the 21st a boat from the German man- 
of-war Olga was chasing a native boat in 
neutral waters opposite the American con­ 
sulate. Tho Germans fired a number of 
shots at the boat, which wa# in direct range 
of the boat containing the English officers, 
the latter of whom narrowly escaped being 
shot. The commander of the Olga atter- 
ward apologized to rite English officers. 
Charles brown, an American citizen, who 
was on shore, waft rec nested bv tho four. Uh 


officers to ask the Germans to cease shoot­ 
ing. The Germans seized Brown, carried 
him on board of tho warship Eber. and after 
handling him roughly released him.

INDIAN DEPREDATION CLAIM8. 


Twenty Minion Dollars Involved— 
Pressure for Sottlement. 
W a s h in g t o n . Jan. 20.—The bill to pro­ 
vide for the examination aud payment of 
Indian 
depredation 
claims, which was 
passed by the House last July, aud has since 
been undergoing a very thorough exam ina­ 
tion by the Senate committee on Indian 
affairs, will be reported from that com m it 
tee to the Senate tomorrow in amended 
form. 
The now bill strikes out claims for depre­ 
dations on Indians committed by whites or 
other indians.and provides that nocbse shall 
be heard unless the facts presented In claim­ 
ant's petition show that the United States 
is bable under some stature or treaty exist­ 
ing at the time of the origin of the claim to 
make compensation for the alleged injury 
to the claimants. 
It admits, however, while the House ex­ 
cluded claims which have been tw eeted iu 
the department, aud to protect claimants 
against the greed of shysters, a provision 
has been inserted that the court shall 
reject any claim in which any poison shall 
have any interest of any kind by agreement 
with tho claimant or his heirs or legal 
representatives and the secretary of tho 
treasury .» required to cause all moneys 
which shall be appropriated for the pay­ 
ment of any claim to be paid to and the 
warrants for same to be delivered only to 
the claimant, his heirs, executor or adm in­ 
istrator. 
It i•> estimated that something like 5000 
cases, involving 820.000,000. will come in 
under this bill. There Is great pressure 
from the West for the passage of soMR 
measure for the settlement of these claims, 
and the committee will endeavor to secure 
early action on the bilL

Hog Cholera Experiments. 
It is reported th a t in N ebraska th e e x ­ 
perim ent station is securing greater results 
than m igh t have been w ished for. 
Dr. B il­ 
lings. w ho is in controversy w ith Dr. Sal­ 
m on on th e subject of hog cholera, w as per- 
m in ed to inoculate four h ealth y herds of 
sw in e belonging to farm ers in th e vicin ity 
w ho supposed Their sw ine w ould be secure 
from the disease iii a dangerous form. The 
aggregate uum ber was about SOU, and tho 
virus proved so strong th at nearly all the 
hogs died. but not u n til th ey had com m uni­ 
cated th e disease to m any others, and at 
last accou nt: hog cholera w as running lik e 
a prairie fire, T his, it sqems to us. should 
serve as an im portant lesson th at in no case 
should a practice of this kind be allow ed 
u n le-s tho anim als operated upon are so 
com pletely quarantined as to guard against 
any possible spread in case of th e fatal 
developm ent of th e disease. 
L et those who 
have pet theories test them at their own 
risk and under restrictions rather than by 
an exposure of au entire com m unity.

It is considered by som e til At geese are 
th e m ost profitable of dom esticated fow ls 
th at farm ers can keep. 
I agree .with this, 
provided th e farm er lias a place adapted to 
keep them , oth erw ise I should n o t 
Geese, 
lik e turkeys, require considerable range in 
order to thrive, esp ecially w hen young and 
grow ing. T hey should be fed tw o or three 
tim es a day on corn dough, un til they get 
enough of fresh, young grass to continue 
th eir grow th steadily, and all th e tim e have 
free access to liv in g water. For a Hock of 
3o. say 26 goslin gs and four old geese, they 
should have a range of 20 acres, though 
they w ould not require all th e feed th at 
m igh t grow thereon, as other anim als that 
w ill feed after th em can be k ep t also. 
W hether th ey are kept on a less or greater 
area there should be and m ust be fresh and 
livin g w ater w ith a brook or pond con tin ­ 
ually for them to w ash in as often as th ey 
desire. 
U nless th is bo th e case th ey will 
soon g et lousy, begiu to drop their wings, 
pine aw ay and die. though th is can tie par­ 
tially averted by daily feeding on corn or 
dough. 
It is seldom th at young goslings are sub­ 
ject to any disease, and they are quite sure 
lo Jive w ith ordinary care; y et they ate 
very tender u n til th ey arrive at m aturity, 
aud are affected by disease, w h en it attacks 
th em . quito as soon as any other dom esti­ 
cated fow ls. 
A heavy rain upon a brood of 
young goslings unprotected w ill be as sure 
death to th em a: it w ould a brood of 
young c h ick en s; w h ile a ligh t, warm rain 
o r a p o n d o f w ater is happine-s perfected to 
them , aud but little less to an observer. 
Geese are not only kept for th e m arket, or 
for their fiesh, but as w ell for their leathers. 
They generally begin laying tho latter part 
of February or lite first, part of March, and 
usually lay every other day, aud continuo, 
th ougli not alw ays regularly, un til they 
have laid their litter—from lo to 12 e g g s - 
w hen th ey begin sittin g, and in about 30 
days they bring out their brood. 
As soon as th e w eather is sufficiently 
w arm , or about th e tim e th e feath ers begin 
to start on th e goslings, tho old geese should 
be picked by taking on all th e sm all or bed 
feathers, but never any 
of 
th e 
down. 
H andle th e goose carefully w h ile plucking 
her feathers. 
N ever lock her w ings iii 
picking, nor cram p or bruise th em in any 
way. 
in about lo w eeks th e old geese can 
a sfionld be picked ac ain. ana the gos­ 
lings picked also, if they have been kept as 
stated, or in a th riving condition. Tatting 
th is course in tile proper tim e, or as soon as 
th e feathers have grown out and m atured, 
old geese can be picked th ree tim es and 
goslings tw ice in a season before shutting 
up for fattening, and w ill, w ith those taken 
off when the geese are dressed, average 
about one pound of feathers to a goose. 
M any are very careless in picking th eir 
geese at th e proper tim e anu in a proper 
m anner, w h ile others do not pick them at 
all, considering th at they do better in thus 
doing or not doing. This is not the case, as 
I know by actual trial, besides know ing it 
to be the experien ce of others qualified to 
judge. W hen gee-e are injured in picking, 
It is to be attributed more, and I m ay say 
w holly, to th e improper tim e and m anner in 
w hich th ey are picked, rather than because 
th ey are picked. 


Early Broilers. 
T he early broilers m ust be batched not 
later than February IC, and January is the 
best m onth for hatch ing them . 
It requires 
about 18 w eeks (three m ouths) from tho 
tim e the egg is put under th e hen (allow ing 
three w eek s for incubation) u n til th e chick 
goes to m arket. Tiffs allow s IO w eek s for 
grow th. The w eight of th e chick at th at 
age depends upon the breed and how it is 
fed and m anaged. 
W e have know n one or 
tw o ch ick s in a brood to reach tw o pounds, 
w eigh t w heu nine w eeks old. and a w hole 
brood to attaiu th at w eigh t w hen lo w eeks 
old, hut it is safe to claim that, for a large 
num ber of chicks, one and a half pounds 
w ill be th e average w eight, and th ey m ust 
have good care, even if th at w eigh t is e x ­ 
pected. 
T he chicks hatched in January 
w ill reach th e m arket about •April, and 
those hatched in February w ill be sold in 
May. 
N ovem ber, April and May are the 
m ouths w hen prices are th e high est, and it 
is w ell to look ahead and have the chicks 
hatched at a tim e w hen you can safely 
m ake som e kina of calculation as to w hen 
they are to be sold and w hat to expect. The 
actual cost of the food to produce one pound 
of chick is five cents, but there is also the 
cost of the eggs, th e labor, th e buildings 
and other item s. The prices in April and 
May som etim es reach 60 cents per pound, 
but the general average for th at period is 
about 85 cents.

G et Y o u r H otbed Hath R e a d y . 
Those livin g in th e close neighborhood of 
the city have som e excu se that th ey have 
no need for hotbeds to ad van ce crops ahead 
of th e usual tim e, as everyth ing is brought 
to their doors. 
B ut the farm er, or th ose not 
so accessible, or w ho have uot th e m oney to 
pay out daily for everyth in g th at m ay be in 
the m arket, had better m ake use of th is old­ 
fashioned help to th e gardener—th e hot­ 
bed. T here are very few vegetables that 
w ill stand days of travel and exposure, and 
he as tasty as those grow n od on e’s ow n 
grounds or in on e’s ow n 
neighborhood. 
T hey answ er a good purpose for th e m illion, 
and to those who know no better are satis­ 
fying : but th ose who have th e facilities to 
grow som eth in g of th eir ow n, or w ho live 
aw ay from th e general m arkets, m ay, if 
they so elect, have som ethin g better. 
In the South, the hotbed tim e w ill be at 
hand; it w ill gradually travel North, and 
to bo in lim e w hen it does com e, those w ho 
have hotbeds should paint Ain and 
get 
ready. Those who propose to begin th eir 
use should be looking out for ways and 
m eans. T he sash part is now very cheaply 
m ade by m an ufacturers; tile box itself any 
handy m an can m ake. T ile only other ar­ 
ticle w anted fora starter is th e horse manure 
for heat. 
A couple of sashes eau be m ade 
to grow a large quantity of things, sucli as 
eariy cabbage, lettu ce, cauliflow er, tom a­ 
toes. egg-plant and peppers. 
Room should 
fie left to propagate a few slips from th e 
w indow Plants for th e 
flower garden in 
sum m er, and there should be a sow ing of 
th e choicer kinds of flow er seeds for the 
sam e purpose.

T h e Beat W a y to H a k e and R e p a ir 
R oads. 
T he m ak ing of new roads and th eir re­ 
pairs, 
under 
the 
system generally in 
vogu e throughout; m ost of th e States, de­ 
volves alm ost w holly upon th e agricultural 
portion of th e com m unity, and it m ay be 
safely said th at in noth in g in w hich th ey 
are so deeply interested has th ere been so 
little im provem ent. 
Roads are quite often 
found running directly up steep places at 
th e points of hills, m ak ing both th e ascent 
aud d escen t difficult, if 
n ot dangerous, 
w hen by a m ore circuitous aud but little 
longer route an easier grade could have 
been obtained, over w hich far heavier loads 
could have been m oved w ith com parative 
ease. 
Bogs , and m iry places are bridged 
over or filled* up in such a m anner as to be 
benefited only tem porarily, if at all, and to 
again becom e virtu ally im passable in the 
worst seasons of th e year. 
W here labor is 
expended 
on 
th e 
roads 
it 
is 
quite 
frequently 
so 
tim ed 
us 
to 
interfere 
as little as possible w ith th e farm work, 
aud at a season w hen th e ground cannot 
properly 
settle 
and 
becom e hard 
be­ 
fore it is cu t up by travel, and the road be­ 
com es as bad as before. 
Very m uch of the 
blam e for th is state of th in gs may be la U 
to the road laws, w h ich in so m any of the 
States leave 
th e roads 
w holly 
in 
the 
hands of the 
people 
of 
sm all districts, 
to be 
worked only in 
such 
a m anner 
as 
th e 
supervisor 
of 
the 
district 
sh all direct, and chiefly by the labor of 
m en w orking under the com pulsion of law 
for th e paym ent of a roan tax at a stated 
per diem for th eir services. 
U sually the 
workers bring th e tools th at suit them best, 
and com e and go at w ill. and there is no 
un iform ity observed in th e different dis­ 
tricts, by w hich an im portant road passing 
through th em shall he kept in good order 
in ail. 
It is uot surprising under such a 


state o f things th at th e people in m any of 
th e Sta’es are not only becom ing d issatisfied 
w ith th eir roads but dem and! g of th eir 
L egislatures such a change in Hie law s on 
th e subject as shall substitu te more efficient 
service and result in better roads. To bring 
about better roads it is absolutely necessary 
th at th e system nam ed shall he changed 
to one of contract 
for 
specified 
work 
to be done, or for direct pay under the 
direction 
of 
persons 
w ho 
sh all 
ie 
held to a 
strict responsibility for the 
disbursem ent of tho funds at th eir disposal. 
and for tho best form of road construction 
and repair th at th e m eans w ill allow , and 
iii order to secure uniform ity th e w hole 
should be under th e stipel vision of a county 
superintendent. The first th in g to be done 
in im proving Hie condition of a long line of 
bad road should lie a review and survey 
, th a t should m ake such changes in the 
! lo u te as are practicable to afford easier 
1 grades, and, w herever it can fie done w ith ­ 
out m an ifest injustice to residents. avo;d 
going over grounds uncom m only btu! in 
th em selves. 
H ow shall a country road bo

answ er to th is question, to tie of any value 
in special cases w ould requite an accurate 
know ledge of tho locality to be passed over, 
its soil, geological form ation, and th e m eans 
at disposal. 
In general term s a com petent 
engineer should tie em ployed to locate and 
determ ine as easy a grade as th e natural 
conditions of tile country w ill a llo w : looate 
bridges culverts and ditches, and so order 
th e construction of th e road in all its par­ 
ticulars th at the rainfall on the road itself 
shall be drained off as qu ick ly as possible, 
and th at the w ater that falls adjacent to 
th e road shall in no case be led into it or 
allow ed to flow on it.

T hey w ould eat about 20 per cont, 
less, hut th e ju dgm ent of th e feeder m ust 
be relied on to v iv e th e proper q u antity to 
each steer. 
Mr. D. w ill find it m ore profitable to sell 
his youngest steers shortly after he sells his 
oldest, as tho cost of keep in g th em over 
tw o w inters w ill be too great to allow any 
possible m argin of profit, un less th e sale 
price D m uch higher than at present. -Tho 
real cost of a tliree-year-old steer is alw ays 
high er than h e sells for, excep t w here feed 
is m uch cheaper than in D .’s location. 
He 
m ay buy steers at a lower price than lie can 
raise them , and by feed in g a few m onths so 
increase thoir valu e as to pay a fair profit. 
B ut he cannot afford to feed any steers he 
raises beyond 20 to 24 m onths, and these 
be so good as to w eigh 1200 to 1500, 
and bring from five to C cen ts liv e w eight. 
Eariy m aturity is th e only road to profit, 
excep t on th e range w here feed is not 
counted.—{Professor Stew art, in Country 
G entlem an.

T H U P R A . 


One of the F in est Crops P la n te d In th * 
G ard e n . 
Onions should he p lan ted first, and then 
pease, lettu ce, radish, beets and spinach. All 
of th ese w ill stand considerable cold w ithout 
injury. 
W hile a good m ellow soil prepared 
in a good tilth is an im portant item w ith 
th is crop, the soil should not be exten sively 
rich, as th ere w ill be too m uch grow th of 
vin e at th e expense of th e yield. 
As w ith 
all garden cions, it is quite an item to have 
tho soil prepared in a good tilth , as a Dotter 
germ ination of th e seed as w ell as an earlier 
start to grow can bo secured, w h ile it is pos­ 
sible to secure an earlier cu ltivation than if 
the soil is not w ell jpepared. T he seed is 
an im portant factor. T he difference in the 
cost betw een good and poor seed is bat 
sm all, and considering th e risks it is poor 
econom y to plan t any b u t the best seed. 
A very good plan of p lan tin g is to have 
three varieties, one early, one m edium and 
one late. By plan ting all three varieties at 
once a good succession can be had with< ut 
the necessity of m ak ing so m any plantings. 
It is possible, how ever, bv m ak in g two or 
three plantings to have a supply th e greater 
Sari of th e season. T here are a large m im ­ 
er of varieties, too m any. in fact, as diff er­ 
en t seedsm en w ill, in order to have sales, 
sell the sam e variety m uter a different 
nam e. 
T here are quite a num ber of the 
early dwarf varieties th at are nearly or 
quito the sam e. only nam ed diff erent to sell. 
A very good selection of \ ariettes is to have 
A m erican Wonder, B liss’ Abundance, and 
eith er Large B lue Im perial or Yorkshire 
Hero. 
If one of th e extra early sm all varie­ 
ties 
are 
w anted. 
plant 
McLean s 
L ittle 
Gem. 
Y orkshire 
H ero 
and 
Largo 
B lue 
Im perial 
are 
both 
tall- 
grow ing 
varieties, 
and 
w ill 
need 
husking. T hese varieties w ill keep up a 
supply longer and better than to m ake 
three separate plantings of any one variety. 
T he dwarf varieties should be planted in 
runs about 15 inches apart. 
M ake the fur­ 
rows at least IO inches deep, anti cover well. 
Cure should be taken to drill th e seed as 
even ly as possible along th e drills. The 
large grow ing varieties should have tw o 
runs, m arked as close together as the fur­ 
rows can be m ade. Leave a space of about 
tw o feet w here tw o more rows can be laid 
off. m aking th e (arrows tw o inches deep. 
and cover w ell. 
In about three w eeks a sec­ 
ond planting can bo m ade to exten d the sea­ 
son of supply. Pease are easily raised, and 
by using three good varieties and planting 
tw o or three tim es, a good supply can be 
kept.—[N, J. Shepherd.

H o w to K e e n M ea t In W in t e r —A g r i­ 
c u ltu r a l N uggets. 
T he ordinary w ay of keeping fresh beef 
in w inter is to p u t it aw ay in quarters or 
largo pieces to freeze. 
Such had been our 
practice until last w inter, w hen w e adopted 
a new m ethod. 
Instead of han ging up a 
quarter, as usual, w e cut it up ready for 
cooking before pu ttin g it aw ay to freeze, 
Roasts, steak, stew m eat aud soup meat 
w ere arranged just ready for use. A large 
old table w as placed in a room not m uch 
used in w inter, and w hich w as free from 
rats and m ice. T he tab le w as covered w ith 
an old, clean tab lecloth, th e m eat placed on 
it, aud another cloth spread over it. The 
m eat was easy to cut before freezing, and 
w ith tw o to w ork at it, it took but a short 
tim e to g et it prepared in nice shape for 
cooking. 
It saved a great deal of labor aud 
annoyance during th e winter. 
W hen a large niece of m eat freezes, it is 
som etim es very difficult to obtain just such 
a part as is w anted. 
The housekeeper, too, 
m ust depend on th e “m en lo lk s” to get it. 
and they are olten absent or busy just when 
th e m eat is wanted. 
B ut w hen cut before 
freezing, it is ready at any moment.. 
Unusual care was taken w ith the steak, as 
we fu lly appreciate a tender, juicy beef­ 
steak. broiled "just to a turn." 
It was 
sliced th e desired th ick ness for cooking, 
and laid on plates and other dishes not in 
use. B ut only enough for one meal was 
laid on a dish, for th e 'canon that when the 
slices freeze together it is difficult to sep­ 
arate them w ith out th aw ing them out. 
And it is a fact w ell known th at alternate 
freezing and th aw ing of m eat in ures it. 
Tw o or three hours before c o k in g th e 
steak, a dislffof it was placed in a warm room, 
and by th e tim e it was w anted it was suffi­ 
cien tly thaw ed out so th at th e slices would 
separate easily. 
T he h an dling of frozen m eat is verv disa­ 
greeable w ork, and since th e m eet m ust at 
som e t m e be g o t in readiness for cooking. 


it is m uch better to do so w h ile it can he 
cut easily. 
On tw o or three occasions, in 
d o e em ergencies, I have been co n Dolled 
to cut sufficient m eat for a m o d from a 
large frozen piece, and as I ani not an adapt 
in Hie use o f th e saw or knife. I fear it w as

not sk ilfu lly chino, to say nothing of tho 
wasted tim e, patience ana strength. It was 
to avoid future contin gen cies of lik e nature 
th at m y forethou ght suggested th e idea of 
preparing th e m eat for cooking before it 
freezes.

Agricultural Nuggets. 
W e h ave found, as we have stated on a 
form er occasion, th at fresh m anure, w hen 
brokeu into a fine or w ell pu lverized con­ 
dition, and thoroughly m ixed w ith tho 
soil, possesses all tho advan tages usually 
attributed to old m anure. 
It m ay be th at 
tin fresh m anure contain s too m uch ooarse 
fibre to becom e w ell broken up. w hich w ill 
of eourso th us lessen its value. For garden 
vegetables, fresh m ot coarse) m anure, w ell 
p u lverized and ground into th e soil, appears 
to h ave all tho advan tages of lino old 
m anure. 
VV. II. H ills of New H am pshire 
says th at he has not found old m anure in­ 
dispensable for the success of sm all fru ts, 
anu that. as is w ell know n a K em pm anure 
spreade w ill line auy m anure, and g ive it 
an even distribution, as anv one w ho lias 
seen it work has w itnessed to his satisfac­ 
tion. 
Air. H ills recom m ends tile disk har­ 
row as the best th in g to cu t and cover it in 
a perfect m anu-r. 
Ile th in k s th e reason 
th at old m anure is so com m only preferred 
is th e readiness w ith w hich it m ay be pul­ 
verized, and also irom tho fact th at coarse 
m anure iii rotting down .shrinks about one- 
h alf in bulk 
and in th at condition about 
tw ice as m uch is appl .cd 
T he W estern Druggist g ives a form ula for 
a lin im ent m uch used for cuts in liv e stock 
from barbed wire. For healin g cuts and 
flesh w ounds of all kinds it has no equal, 
and flies w ,ll not trouble a sore where it is 
used : R a w linseed oil. lh oun ces; saltpetre, 
powdered. I o u n ce; s. gar of lead, powdered. 
I oun ce; sulphuric acid, I ou n ce; carbolic 
acid, Va ounce; m ix th e oil w ith the sa t- 
petre aud sugar of lead, arid slow ly add su l­ 
phuric acid, stirring constantly : when cold 
pour oft from the dregs, and ado Hie car­ 
bolic a c id ; apply w ith a leather tw ice d a ily ; 
do not w ash the sore at all. 
Keop a supply 
constantly ou hand to be ready tor casu al­ 
ties. 
T he N ew Jersey E xp erim en t Station in 
bu lletin 49 reports one fertilizer exam ined 
as havin g a value of $16.62, w hile the price 
is given at $32. or alm ost tw ice its real 
worth. 
The noticeable leaturo is th at tho 
fertilizer w as equal to th e guarantee fur­ 
nished by tho m anufacturer. 
U sers of com ­ 
m ercial fertilizers m u st learn to find and 
figure up tho value of fertilizer by the 
analysis given , or run Hie chance of being 
cheated, 
lf one buys, a load of wood for 
fuel, it is not enough to kn ow th at tho load 
wilJ m easure as m uch as is claim ed by th e 
seller. 
One also w ishes to know th at th e 
qu alify w ill sat sfy reasonable expectations. 
So in buying fertilizers it is not enough 
th at tho analysis finds th e qu ality of plant 
food e m al to the am ount guaranteed. 
We 
m ust also know w h ether th e valu e of the 
m aterial is in accord w ith th e price asked. 
T here are tricks in ad trades, and unless 
w e arc on guard w ith an in tellig en t under­ 
standing th e trickster w ill g e t th e best of 
Hie bargain. 
W hile there are som e differences in th e 
statem ents of tho stock of cheese at various 
points of distribution Jan. I. as published 
bv different authorities, y et they aff agree 
iii th e fact that the aggregate show s a con­ 
siderable fallin g off as com pared with last 
year. 
VV. E. Sm ith & Co. of N ew York giv e 
th e total visible supply in th e U nited States. 
Canada and E ngland. Jan. I, 1889. as 793.- 
658 boxes, as against 911,469 boxes Jan. I. 
1888; net decrease, 117,801 boxes, or 13 per 
cent, less than last year. Stocks were large­ 
ly underestim ated at som e places last year, 
w h ile th is year th ey are as nearly accurate 
as possible. Stocks here are m ain ly finest 
grades, w ith w hite and colored fairly bal­ 
anced. Dem and is m ain ly for under-priced 
grades. F inest are held firm at 12 cents, but 
are slow sale. The shortness in th e visible 
supply w ill have an effect later on. 
lf w e look at the com position of roots and 
straw, says Sir J. B. I.aw es w e see th at th eir 
properties are totally d istin ct and opposed 
to each other. 
In th e roots, w e find an im ­ 
m ense qu antity of w ater, varying from 88 
to 92 per cent., a u d it is very rem arkable 
th at th is w ater is so in tim ately com bined 
w ith th e solid m atter of th e root that even 
w hen cu t up into sm all pieces no w ater 
runs from it; m ilk, w hich is perfectly fluid, 
contains less w'aier than th e solid root; the 
solid m atter of th e root is ch iefly sugar, and 
w hat is not sugar is alm ost entirely d igest­ 
ible. 
Straw, on th e other hand, is hard and 
dry, and Hie digestible m atter is largely 
m ixed w ith substances w hich are uot di­ 
gestible: th e tw o foods, w heu used together, 
correct each other’s defects. To squander 
tho fertility of your soil in useless vegeta­ 
tion is oad enough, but to feed th istles and 
couch grass w ith m tric acid w orth 15 cen ts 
per pound is w asteful extravagance. 
A th ree or four-inch tire is looked at by 
m any rural travellers w ith som ethin g akin 
to am azem ent, rem arks th e Tim es. 
And 
y et such a tire not only does not dam age the 
road, w hether it be hard or soft, but it 
a ctu ally im proves it. rollin g it and m ak ing 
it hard, sm ooth and firm. And, m oreover, 
th e load is drawn w ith greater ease.

w jth 
posters 
stating 
th at Professor 
fam ous baloon- 
ist, 
w ould g iv e exh ib ition s of h is skill 
and daring from Federal H ill lot. 
E lliott 
becom ing 
greatly 
interested 
in 
th ese 
ascensions* m ade th e acquaintacee of Pro­ 
fessor M ills, and secured from h im the 
prom ise of an ascension as soon as lie should 
return from P h iladelph ia. Professor M ills’ 
ascension at P h ilad elp h ia, how ever, was 
unsuccessful. 
H is balloon heeamo un m an­ 
ageable, and, finding h im self drifting sea­ 
ward w ith both nigh t and a storm coining 
on, m ade a perilous jum p into th e top of a 
grove of pine trees, abandoning his balloon 
and severely injuring him self. 
Yoqng E llio t had by tills tim e becom e 
thoroughly enth u sed upon th e subject, and 
n othing but a trial w ould satisfy him . E v­ 
erybody laughed at th e idea of m ain George 
Elliott, w hom they ail knew so w ell, going 
up iii a baboon. 
N othing daunted, how ­ 
ever, lie succeeded in 
savin g sufficient 
m oney to buy th e m aterials, aud m ade a 
handsom e baboon. 
Professor E lliott, in speaking of h is ad­ 
ventures to an A m erican representative, 
said: "I m ade m y first ascension on Aug. 6, 
1834. tile tw enty-ninth anniversary of m y 
birth. 
I took w ith m e as com panion a little 
son of Mr. R edm an, proprietor of a saloon 
on Pratt street. 
A fter being iii tho air for 
about a halt hour w e w ere overtaken by a 
terrible storm , anti cam e near losing our 
lives. 
I w as afterw ard told by th e specta­ 
tors th at it w as an aw ful sigh t to see the 
balloon tossed hither and th ith er am ong the 
black clouds, w ith tho ligh tn in g playing 
about it as though it offered som e terrible 
fascination for 
th at 
d estructive 
fluid. 
The 
m other 
of 
th e 
boy 
wTio 
was 
w ith m e fainted a1 
th e sight, and was 
th ou gh t to be dead. Tho storm m iieting, 
we 
sailed 
tow ard th e bay, 
W hen off 
H aw kin s’ 
point 
th e valve becam e dis­ 
arranged. aud w e w ere precipitated into 
tim water. 
T he steam er M aryland was 
com ing up th e river w ith an excursion 
party from A nnapolis. 
T hose on board 
sighted us w h ile w e w ere still in m idair, 
and w heil th ey saw' us fallin g a panic pre­ 
vailed ou board. 
Tho steam er w as so near 
us th at fc o u ld see Hie com m otion on her, 
and to qu iet it told th e boy. w ho m ain­ 
tained w onderful presence of m ind, to w ave 
his hat, w hich he did. am id great cheering. 
W e w ere tak en on board th e steam er and 
congratulated. One Old lady, pu ttin g her 
arm s around m y neck, sa id : ‘T he Lorn has 
E 
reserved you !’ 
R eferring to our briny 
atli, 
I replied: 
'No, 
m a’am : H e has 
pickled us.’ 
“ N othing of in terest happened on m y 
second ascension, ex cep t th at it w as a sin ­ 
gular coincidence th at i should lig h t in th e 
sam e cherry tree in Harford county tim * 
Durand, th e first m an to m ak e an ascension 
fi oui B altim ore, landed tho year previous. 
On m y third ascension I lauded at N orth 
Point. 
Bv th is tu n e I w'as fascinated w ith 
th e profession w h ich I had adopted. 
It had 
raised m e irom a com paratively obscure 
shoem aker to th e h eig h t of local fam e. 
E verybody was ta lk in g of m y exploits. D e­ 
term ining to seek n ew fields I le ft B alti­ 
m ore for C harleston, S. C., on th e sailin g 
acket M arion, com m anded 
by Captain 
•ellineaux. A m ong m y baggage w ere 42 
carboys of sulphuric acid (vitriol), w ith 
wdiioh to m ak e gas to inflate m y balloon. 
T he fifth day from port w e w ere overtaken 
by 
a 
storm , w h ich our 
captain 
said 
wras th e m ost terrible th a t had visited 
th e coast for 20 years, b ein g in danger of 
shipw reck, th e order w as given to Tight 
sh ip .’ One of the sailors picked up ti tool, 
anti, before I could interfere, broke open one 
of th e corboys of vitriol. 
T he acid flew in 
his face, and he w as soon h ow lin g w ith 
agony.

W hile ly in g on dock, not 
kn ow in g w h at m om en t th e ship w ould go 
to th e bottom , I th ou gh t of th e surprise th at 
w ould be experienced by th e sharks w hen 
th ey ate th ose carboys of vitriol, aud of th e 
dyspepsia w hich w ould lik ely follow , and 
despite th e surroundings, I laughed boister­ 
ously. Captain D ellnieaux, tu rning to me. 
sa id : 
“ ’W hat th e d evil Is th e m atter w ith you, 
E lliott? 
I b elieve you w ould lau gh if you 
w ere han gin g!’ 
•W hen I told him th e cause of m y m erri­ 
m ent. he laughed as loudly as anybody. 
"My first ascension from C harleston w as 
m ade from M eeting street. I w as carried 
seaw ard over John and Jam es islands, and 
landed on W adm elo island. Dr. A ngel, an 
im m en sely w ealth y planter, resided onWad- 
m elo island am id alm ost O riental luxuries. 
H e wras h ig h ly pleased w ith m y un exp ected 
visit. A fter sp en u in gth e nigh t at his house, 
I w as tak en back to C harleston by h is race- 
lioat, m anned by 12 sturdy black m en. 
My 
second ascension w as un even tfu l. On m y 
third, I reached th e h eigh t of th ree aud a 
half or four m iles, and w as in th e air about 
one or three-quarters of an hour, havin g 
been unable to descend earlier on account 
of som e difficulty in opening th e valve of 
th e balloon. W hen I descended it w as per­ 
fectly dark, and I aligh ted in th e bay about 
10 or J 2 m ilos outside th e bar, w here I re­ 
m ained for several hours supported by the 
balloon, w h en a skiff from tho pilot boat 
Cora. Captain zYldert, cam e to m y relief. 
I 
was transferred from th e Cora, in the v icin ­ 
ity of S u lliv a n ’s island, to th e steam boat 
E tiw an, Captain Sassard. w h ich boat had 
been despatched to m y assistance at a late 
hour of tho night. 
"After the even ts, I continued m y tour 
to N ew Orleans, w here I m ade ascensions 
from a part of towm called Lafayette. 
My 
first trip occupied three hours, and I landed 
on the battleground where G eneral Jackson, 
w ith his K entu ck y and M ississippi riflem en, 
defeated G eneral P akonham w ith his E ng­ 
lish regulars, in 1816. 
"My second ascension, w h ich w as th e 
m ost unfortunate I have ever had, was 
m ade from th e Siate-house 
yard. 
T he 
ascension, according to advertisem ent, was 
to lie m ade at 4 p. rn.: but at m idday th e 
wind began jo blow' from th e east, and as it 
appeared to be on th e increase, I deter- 
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m ined to start as soon as possible. 
Dr. 
S tillw ell, a w ealth y m erchant, had engaged 
passage: but, the w eather looking so bad, 
I refused to take him . m uch to th at g en tle­ 
m an ’s d isg u st 
M aking all ready, I jum ped 
into the car, and w atchin g m y ch an ce,w hen 
th e balloon reached its perpendicular, g a v e 
th e word to let go. 
A slig h t delay occurred 
before ex ecu tin g th e order, and a . heavy 
flaw of w ind struck the balloon just as 
she bounded 
from tho earth. 
B efore I 
had tim e to th in k , 
th e 
oar 
of 
the 
balloon 
collided 
w ith 
th e 
tall 
ch im n ey on th e State H ouse, knocking 
about IO feet of it dow n and bruising me 
considerably. 
F ifteen bricks fell in the 
car, th e w eig h t of w hich w as not sufficient 
to bring th e balloon to .the ground, yet was 
too great to perm it ltitoaise higher in the 
air. C onseqnentlyntuider th e influence of 
the w ind, w hich w as am .the increase, the 
balloon w en t cartooning ju st a feet above 
the housetops. W ith frantic energy I began 
throw ing bricks, sandbags ami everyth ing 
I could out ot th e cav. 
W hile thus engaged 
I kent, a sharp lookout. 
P resently I saw 
that a collision w ith th e dorm er w indow of 
tho B auk of L ouisiana was: unavoidable, and 
prepared m vself for fit by crouching down 
in the car. T ile balloon escaped it; but the 
car, from th e m om entum it had gained, 
w as throw n clear through th e w indow, 
sm ashing 
th e 
sash, and 
th en as vio­ 
len tly jerked out again. T he shock of the 
collision broke m y th igh and rendered me 
senseless. 'I he balloon continued its ti ig lu 
u n til cau gh t in the rigging of a D utch ship 
w h ich w as lyin g alongside th e levee. 
J was 
rescued from m v perilous position and taken 
under th e care of Dr. Lusenburg, at that 
tim e th e m ost noted surgeon in th e South. 
Dr. Lusenburg had received Ins early surgi­ 
cal training from Dr. N. R. Sm ith, father of 
Dr. Alan P. Sm ith of tin s city, bin ding 
th at I w as from Baltim ore, Dr. Lusenburg 
took great interest in m e. My th igh was 
terribly shattered, ami it w as th ought to be 
necessary to am putate the leg; 
b u t* by 
a sk ilfu l 
operation Dr. Lusenburg suc­ 
ceeded. after extractin g four and one-half 
inches of Hie bone, in restoring to m e th e 
use of th a t useful m em ber. I returned from 
N ew Orleans via th e M ississippi and Ohio 
river to W heeling, W. Va., and th en ce to 
B altim ore in a buggy. 
T hat was th e last 
ballooning I did for 19 years. 
“For 19 years after m y first balloon e x ­ 
ploits I carried on the shoe business on Bal­ 
tim ore street, and, alth ough doing w ell. I 
never was quite at ease. H ence. I very 
w illin g!* accepted an offer of Mr. lchabod 
Jean to m ake a ballooning tour, and m ade 
several successful ascensions. 
“Som e w eek s later, w h ile at Norfolk, Mrs. 
M cK inley, w ife of th e proprietor of M agno­ 
lia Springs, expressed a desire to m ake au 


ascension. F astenin g a rope to th e balloon, 
th e lady stepped in. A controversy then 
arose betw een th e husband of Hie lady and 
m yself over w ho should hold the rope. 
Mc­ 
G uffey claim ed th at ho should, because his 
w ife was in th e balloon, and I. because it 
w as m y balloon. 
Lo settle the difficulty 
tw o ropes were fastened to the car—McGin- 
ley holding one and I Hie other. 
"Oho day, on an accension from Johnston 
countv. N. C.. seein g a grand old mans on. 
and th in k in g it a good place to spend Hie 
night. I descended. 
H ie day w as faultless. 
On the descent I could distinguish a group 
of negroes w atchin g me 
As I drew nearer 
th is group scattered, and w hen I jum ped 
out of ih o car not a creature w as in sight, 
w ith th e exception of a very old wom an, 
called A m it fielby. 
A unt .Selby was noted 
for her religious enthusiasm , and seein g me 
drop, as it wore, out of the very heavens, 
thought m e to be a visitor from th e better 
w<,ria. 
A lthough fu lly 90 yours old. sho 
sang hym n after hym n w ith th e vigor of 
youth, and it w as w ith difficulty th at I at 
last convinced her m at I was a hum an, and 
not a celestial visitor. 
"After m ak ing tw o ascensions from Bt. 
Louis, I determ ined to m ake m y farew ell 
trip notable, and to give the natives som e­ 
th in g to talk about. The year previous M. 
Cudurd, an officer of engineers in th e arm y 
of France, had m ade an ascension on horse­ 
back. 
B elievin g m yself capitol ■ of doing 
the sam e I procured a young pony. 
Before 
m alting th e trip I desired to experim ent, to 
find how' the pony w ould act when lifted 
from t he ground. 
Fur th is purpose I hired 
anew' warehouse. H aving Ii ired m en to help 
mc. I pro ced ed to fa-ten girths under th e 
horse, so that I could sw ing him in tile air. 
Before the first girth could he fastened he 
began to kick at a terrific rate. Tho m en 
ran up a ladder to the second story, and som e 
one frantically Dulled Hie ladder after him , 
thus leavin g m e at th e m ercy of tho frantic 
pony. T he furious little anim al stood for an 
instan t glaring savagely at me. This sus­ 
pension of action probably saved m y life, 
for WI en ho m ade for m e I had picked up a 
heavy piece of scantling, and it wras an 
easv m atter to keep him off. The n ext day I 
traded th at pony for another, w ilh a more 
am iable tem per. 
The ascension was m ade 
from th e residence of Judge Cair. 
People 
cam e from all over th e country, and. long 
before th e tim e arrived,every suitab le place 
in th e neighborhood was crowded. 
The 
horse on w hose hack I was to explore tile 
clouds w as fed w ith candy and peanuts un til 
I feared lie w ould becom e too heavv tor the 
balloon to carry. 
F astenin g th e horse to 
th e balloon, and jum ping on bis back. I was 
off am id a burst of m artial m usic and 
cheering. T hat was the m om ent w hich I 
dreaded m ost of all. for I feared th at the 
boree, becom ing 
excited 
by 
th e noise, 
w ould kick. 
Had lie clone so, th at would 
probably have beeii th e last o f m e; hut. 
during th e ordeal, not a trem or passed 
through 
his 
body. 
I 
rem ained alm ost 
stationary in th e air for an hour. 
I could 
easily distin guish th e sea of faces w atch in g 
me. 
W hen over C olum bia Bottom , at tile 
junction of th e M ississippi and Missouri 
rivers. I Slow ly descended. 
I cam e dowui 
betw een tw o gigan tic sycam ore trees, and 
stuck fast betw een them . A a l could neither 
go 
up 
nor 
down, 
I 
w as 
in 
a 
dilem m a 
u n til I spied a 
ling of sand, 
w hich I had th ou gh tfu lly taken along. Cut­ 
tin g th is 
dow n. I w ent above th e trees 
again. T he balloon was now beautifully 
decorated w ith sycam ore balls w hich had 
been scraped oft Hie trees. 
S ailing on a lit- 
tie farther, I landed in tho m idst of a lot of 
wood piles. As soon as tho pony landed he 
began to q u ietly eat th e rich grass, as 
th ough a spin in mid-air w as an everv-dav 
pastim e w ith him . C olum bia B ottom bears 
som ew hat th e sam e relation to St. Louis 
th a t P oin t Breeze does to B altim ore. It w as 
connected w ith th e form er city by a road 
corresponding to tho S h ell road, and was 
called th e Board road. Tho people havin g 
seen 
w here 
I 
w'as 
lik ely 
to 
fall, 
cam e dow n th e Board road in m asses. One 
enth usiast,after tellin g m e th at I strik in gly 
resem bled 
a 
horse 
cak e’ w hen iu {lie 
air, 
insisted 
on 
m y 
g ettin g 
iu 
his 
buggy, w h ile lie rode th e now fam ous pony, 
I appeared very m uch lik e a hero on enter­ 
in g th e city, w ith the crow d follow ing. On 
m y return to B altim ore th e pony w as ch ris­ 
tened w ith m uch 
solem n ity at 
Barney 
K in gsley’s. 
"On m y last ascension from M agnolia Salt 
Sulphur Springs, Va.. I rose to th e h eigh t of 
20,000 feet, parsing over th e great D ism al 
swam p, and im m ed iately over Lake D rum ­ 
mond. T he scene was m agn ificently grand. 
Im m ediately below , a sh eet of w ater som e 
20 m iles in circum ference, decorated with 
a rich foliage of forest trees and shrubbery 
to th e w ater’s edge, and for m iles around 
in th e distance 
could 
be seen 
at th e 
sam e tim e the w aters of the A lbem arle and 
Chesapeake. 
T he cities of N orfolk and 
Portsm outh, w ith th e rich glare and re­ 
flection from th e glass, added to th e lustre 
of th e scenery, th at would h ave filled the 
m easure of th e m ost fastidious observer 
B ut about th is tim e, am id th e beauties of 
th e landscape, I discovered a loan in th e 
balloon, and th at it was d escen d in g; and, 
havin g already discharged all m y ballast, I 
fe lt som e concern how I should escape th e 
swam p. 
In descending, how ever, th e cur- 
rent sen t m e in shore, say tw o and a half 
m iles from tho lake and tw o m iles from 
Hie high laud, aud finally landed m e 
and th e balloon on th e outer lim bs of a 
very large black gum tree, in a cypress 
swam p, tw o and one-half m iles from th e 
nearest d w ellin g. H ere I concluded, as th e 
sun was dow n, there w as no other alterna­ 
tiv e th an to rem ain suspended in m y car 
till m orning. A fter th is decision I could 
but adm ire th e beauties of th e scenery, tho 
sun shin in g on th e foliage and about h alf 
way dow n th e -trees, w h ile a ll below was 
darkness and m id night, ow ing to th e den­ 
sity of th e grow th. B ut I w as not* left to 
m y qu iet reflections long. 
A lth ough ban g­ 
ing in the air by th e n ettin g of m y balloon, 
som e 
60 feet 
from 
th e 
earth, I was 
in 
a 
disputed 
region. 
and. 
as 
w ould appear, an 
un w elcom e 
visitor— 
u ot only to th e 
feathered 
tribe, 
but 
to th e w ild anim als th at inh abit th ose parts. 
A species of crano bogan first and flew all 
around, crying ‘C huck! ch u ck ! c h u ck !’ at 
th e sam e tim e stretch in g th eir long necks 
out to th e fu ll exten t. 
Now follow ed th e 
ow l. *V\hoo! whoo! whoo! are you?’ when 
I coolly replied, Yes, i f s I.’ T he gallinipper 
w as not an id le spectator, requiring a tan g­ 
ible proof w ith his bill. 
T he bear w as 
started from his lair, w hich, w ith the run­ 
nin g pf th e deer and w ild cats through th e 
cane-brake, k ep t Hie forest alive. 
The 
m an tle 
of 
th e 
n igh t 
w as 
about 
to 
close, 
w hen 
a 
w ind ing 
horn 
w as 
heard in th e distance, and 
frequently 
responded to bv m e, as it slow ly ap­ 
proached. through cane, m ud, taugled roots 
and trees, seem in g alm ost an a sje in reach­ 
ing us. 
B ut I w as consoled by the belief 
th a t d iligeu t search w as being m ade, and 
w hen at len gth those w ith th e horn cam e 
in speaking distance and heard a voice from 
th e top of tlie tree, thoir alarm w as percept­ 
ib le; but being encouragingly requested to 
com e to m y assistance, they com plied. They 
w ere negroes b elo n g in g to th e adjacent 
furm, th e ow ner of w hich, observing m y 
descent, despatched th em to m y as-istance, 
A lthough it w as dark, I began in earnest to 
think of extricatin g m yself, though it was 
out of th e pow er o f those below to render 
m e any aid. 
It was only 
by repeated 
throw s 
of 
th e 
kedge 
th at 
I 
suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
grappling 
som e 
part 
of 
th e tree, w hereby I drew m vself and car to 
a lim b about th e size of m y arm. 
On this 
frail branch, groping in the dark, craw ling 
and som etim es slipping nearly oft', I was 
com pelled to find m y wav som e 26 feet to 
th* m ain trunk of th e tree. On descending. 
I found at th e fork a hollow large enough 
to have tak en in a horse. 
Som e distance 
below I got into a crow ’s nest, but fearing it 
m igh t be now the resting place of serpents, 
I as soon got out, aud m ade m y w ay below 
to th e low est lim b. B eing th en som o4()feot 
from the ground, aud resting m y feet on a 
largo protuberance, I sw u ng m yself off by 
the sm all cable w hich was m ade fast to a 
lim b above, and w ent dow n w ith th e run, 
breaking tile rope and fallin g som e 20 feet 
in tho swam p, yet I escaped unhurt, except 
a little bruised and injured in the hands 
from th e running of th e ropo. T he task of 
m ak ing m y w ay out of the sw am p w as not 
w ith out difficulties, but after a lim e was 
accom plished w ith out any other adventure. 
T he balloon, being visible at rem ote points 
bv persons w ho had never heard of such 
things, various conjectures w ere form ed. A 
m em ber of th e church had 
frequently 
labored w ith his negroes in a pious w ay 
w ithout avail. 
He never knew one of them 
to pray un til w hen th e balloon was in full 
view . 
T he negroes .w ere im pressed w ith 
th e belief th a t tne world was at an end. and 
th at Gabriel was g ivin g th e final blast. 
T hey fell on their knees crying for m ercy. 
“Un gettin g out of the sw am p. I w as con­ 
ducted to th e house of Mrs. Mary Parker. 
on th e Cypress mads. T he follow ing day 
being Sunday. I prepared m vself for church. 
On reaching ih e m eeting ground I found 
th at I was tire hon of th e day. ‘Oh. there 
is the balloon m an! W hich is lie?’ went 
the rounds u n til service began. W hen the 
occupant of th e pulpit m ade his debut, all 
eyes were, of course, directed toward me, 
and his em barrassm ent w as visible: for, 
rather ludicrously, he bad. w ith out know ­ 
ing I would be one of bis auditors, chosen 
for his te x t th is passage of Scripture: 'I 
have a great work to perform , and I cannot 
com e dow n.’ 
“Tile te x t bore such an analogy to my 
h anging in tile gum tree, th at th e w hole 
andience at once turned from the preacher 
to m e and eyed m e s o ‘in ten sely th at the 
clergym an was entirely relieved, and d eliv­ 
ered a good discourse. 
“In J 858 I retired, and have been u p in a 
balloon only once since. 
My last ascension 
took place irom Tolchester, the day before 
th e accident at T avola. in 1883. 
I re­ 
m ained in th e air three-quarters of an hour 
and landed on Dr. Ford’s plantation, on 
K en t Island.

A southeasterly gule induced the Ameri- 
jCan skipper to give Cape Horn awide berth, 
laud the Maria soon foun t heivelt three 
[degrees south of thai perilous coast. There 
I Kite encountered field tee. In this labyrinth 
they dodged and worried for is days, until 
[a sudden chop in the wind gave the captain 
{acharne. of which ho promptly availed 
him self: aud in To hours they sighted Terra 
del Fuego. 
During this time th® crow, having recov­ 
ered from the effects of their hardships, fell 
into the work of the ship, and to k their 
turns witli the Yankee seamen. The brig 
was short handed; but now trimmed and 
j bandied by a lull crew and the Proserpine’s 
men. who were first-class seamen 
and 
worked with a will, because work was no 
'longer a linty, she exhibited a speed the 
[captain had almost forgotten was in tho 
.craft. Now speed at sea means economy, 
for every day added to a voyage is so much 
off the profits. Slocum was part owner of 
, the vessel, and shrewdly alive to the value 
of the seamen. 
When about boo miles 
t Couth of Buenos Ayres. Wylie proposed that 
i’ihey should be landed there, from whence

Alessou gives a complete list of the women 
who have been given the red ribbon of the 
Legion of Honor since that order was 
founded, and tho total now stands at 34. 
Under tho First Elmi ra only ta o female 
nominations wore made, and these were 
both for m ilitary achievements. Laie was 
given to Virginia Ghesiunue, who had 
dressed herself as a man ami taken the 
place of lier brother, who was not strong 
enough to stand the fatigue of a soldier’* 
lite 
Enrolled in the Twenty-seventh Regi­ 
ment of the lino. 
slie 
displayed great 
bravery aud obtained the rank of sergeant, 
her sex not being discovered until she wa* 
wounded in the breast while rescuing her 
colonel from the enemy. 'The second ava* 
given to Marie Shelling, a Belgian woman, 
who enlisted out of liking for a m ilitary ca­ 
reer, who fought at Jemmapes. wfficre she 
received six sabre cuts: at Austerlitz and 
ut Jena, where she was wounded twice, 
in 
I80ti she was promoted to tho rank of sub- 
lieutcnani, and ;xapui™i decorated her 
with his own hand in fisus, granting her at 
the 8ame time a pension of 700 francs. Tho 
third 
woman 
decorated' was a sister 
of charity. Sueur Marthe. in J816. while 
tho only decoration given to a woman be­ 
tween 1815 and 1861 was that accorded t » 
a cautiniere named Ferret. From 1851 to 
1805 eight ribbon* w"re given to women, 
among them bein>{ that which tho Tm- 
pere.- Napoleon affixed to the breast of 
Rosa Bonheur, and since tne war the Legion 
of Honor hasbeen loss sparingly distri (luted, 
one of the recipients being I ady Rigor, in 
recognition of the ambulance work she did 
iii 1870-71. Altogether seven women have 
been decorated tor their services in the 
battle field, but no fewer than 20 of the 34 
have been sisters of charity, while the 
only artist lins been Rosa Bonheur. Gne of 
tile last recipients of the red ribbon has 
been Mine. Dieulafov, the intrepid wife of 
the explorer in North Airica.

H ere in New E ngland the efforts of the 
••W hite C aps" to regulate th e dom estic 
affairs of other people h are m et w ith a 
Blight check in the arrest of a dozen or more 
of th e ruffians w ho m asquerade in the gar­ 
m ents of hypocritical m orality and by th e 
im position of a fine upon them . 
B ut bow slight is th e check! T he brutes 
w ere fined #10 each. They bad savagely 
assaulted a m an who had given them no just 
provocation, p u t a rope around his neck and 
begun th e operation of hanging him . Ten 
dollars fine seem s a rath er slight punish­ 
m en t for th a t offence. 
A few days ago in New Jersey a young girl 
w as notified after the m anner of th e W hite 
Caps tb a t she m ust rem ain w ithin doors 
after d ark. D isregarding th e com m and,she 
w as seized tak en to a lonely place, tied to 
a tree, and AO lashes were adm inistered w ith 
a whip, 
A day or tw o later, a t New Rochelle, N. 
Y-. a young m an and a young w om an who 
had been atten d in g an evening party, were 
•topped on th e lw a y hom e by W hite Caps 
aud w arned th a t they “m ust not go so m uch 
into society" in future, under pain of a 
like tate. Every day th e papers contain 


news of W hite Cap outrages in various parts 
of th e country. To punish the m en who do 
these deeds by a #10 fine is sham efully in ­ 
adequate. They should have in every case 
th e extrem e penalty of the law. as much as 
garroters or highw ay robbers. In localities 
infested w ith W hite Caps it would be well 
for every citizen to go arm ed, lf the liberal 
use of cold lead is ever justified, it is when 
a pea cm bio citizen is attacked by m asked 
ruffians. 


CANNIBALISM IN HAYTI. 


T he New York 
H orald’s H aytian cor­ 
respondent contains the horrible accounts 
th at have recently been received relative to 
cannibalism in th a t country, and confirms 
it w ith a dreadful particularity of detail 
th a t excite not only horror, but wonder 
tb a t such things can be in this age of en­ 
lightenm ent and near the shores of our own 
country.

“the

A ntilles,” an island larger than the State of 
M assachusetts, lying w ithin a few hours’ 
sail of our shores, possessing a superb soil 
and clim ate and enjoying the form s of re­ 
publican governm ent! And yet “this sta rt­ 
ling fact stares you in the face—th a t the 
shrew d politician rn the republic of H ayti 
m ust conciliate th e cannibalistic elem ent 
in 
a 
popular 
election 
or 
he 
will 
very probably be defeated!" And here is 
one of th e horrid incidents as briefly* 
described: “T here is a report th a t on last 
Christm as night, near Jacm el, only a few 
m iles from P ort au Prince, a young girl 
was m ade the victim of these so-called 
religious 
rites. 
She 
was 
deliberately 
butchered and then roasted. 
Such was 
the fanaticism of the crowd th a t in their 
im patience they hacked at the body, cut­ 
tin g off m orsels of the raw flesh and eat­ 
ing it as w ith the appetite of desperate 
hunger." 
Voodooism, or “the worship of the ser- 
pout” is a com bination of cannibalism , 
idolatry, drunkenness and nam eless de­ 
bauchery. It is supposed to have origin­ 
ated am ong savage tribes in th e heart of 
Africa. 
Tho fact th a t it exists in such 
strength in th e new world furnishes one 
m ore argum ent why tho U nited States 
should extend its protection over H ayti aud 
rid th e island of this aw ful superstition, or 
at least of the practice of its rites. 


SENSIBLE MES. HANKISON. 


lf Mrs. H a r r i s o n is reported correctly by 
a correspondent, who w rites from Indian­ 
apolis to the New York Sun. she takes a 
very correct and sensible view of her lim ita­ 
tions as a president’s wife. It appears th a t 
th e social relations of Mrs. H a r r i s o n and 
Mrs. B l a i n e have not been cordial in the 
past, b u t Mrs. H a r r i s o n has given it to be 
understood th a t this fact will not, as it cer­ 
tainly should not, have any influence w h at­ 
ever upon th e question of Mr. B l a i n e ’s 
selection for th e cab in et T he Sun’s corre­ 
spondent tells us th a t her invariable reply 
to th e hundreds who have w ritten solicit­ 
ing her influence for soino appointm ent bas 
been th a t she had nothing to do w ith poli­ 
tics or offices. So far as the social obliga­ 
tions im posed upon her by the official posi­ 
tion of her husband are concerned, they 
will be fulfilled w ithout regard to personal 
feeling. If she has auy personal likes or 
dislikes they w ill be exercised outside of 
the range of her official social duties. 
It is the sam e, says tile correspondent, 
w ith the wine question, the bustle question 
and a score of other questions upon one side 
or other of which Mrs. H a r r i s o n ’s influ­ 
ence is continually being sought. “It was 
not I th a t th e people elected president,” 
she p u t it once, “ but the general. I don’t 
propose to set up at tho W hite House as a 
dictator of m anners or customs, lf he w ants 
w ine on the table or if it seem s to be neces­ 
sary for th e fulfilm ent of our obligations 
to official guests, it shall be there. My per­ 
sonal feelings about it have nothing to do 
w ith tho m atter. And as to the hustles, 
w hy, if some ladies w ant to w ear them , 
they can do it. I ’m sure, andlif others don’t 
w ant them , why, they needn’t; i t s none of 
m y business either way.” 
T he dancing question is another w ith 
w hich the women reform ers have been try ­ 
ing to worry th e wife of the president-elect, 
b u t she won’t have anything to do w ith 
th at, either. Personally, she likes to dance, 
and she will dance w henever she feels like 
it. O ther people, she says. are a t liberty to 
dance or not, ju st as they please. 
If th e Bun's Indianapolis inform ant cor­ 
rectly describes Mrs. H a r r i s o n ’s attitu d e 
tow ards the new social duties to which she 
has been called by the election of her hus­ 
band as president, th e A m erican people are 
to be congratulated on th e approaching 
entrance into th e W hite House of a wom an 
of strong com m on sense. 


THE EDMUNDS RESOLUTION. 
The New York W orld prints the result of 
an interview w ith "a m inister of one of tho 
foreign governm ents interested in the com­ 
pletion of th e P anam a canal," whose nam e 
is w ithheld for obvious reasons. It is not 
bin led th at th e interview ed diplom at is the 
m inister of France, but his rem arks as 
printed seem to indicate th a t he is the m an. 
In any case, th e interview will be of great 
in terest to Am ericans, for it seems to con­ 
tain a w arning of breakers ahead, aud 
points to a speck in the diplom atic sky 
which m ay yet develop into a w ar cloud. 
The U nited States Senate recently passed 
a resolution offered b y Mr. E d m u n d s of 
Verm ont, which requested the P resident to 
notify the various E uropean governm ents 
(m eaning F rance in particular, of course) 
th a t this governm ent w ould look w ith dis­ 
pleasure upon any connection w hatever be­ 
tw een auy E uropean governm ent and the 
Panam a canal enterprise. The resolution 
was generally approved bv the press of the 
country under th e im pression th at it sim ply 
reaffirmed th e tim e-honored “Monroe doc­ 
trine." But in his interview w ith the World 
correspondent this foreign diplom at de­ 
clares w ith some asperity th a t w hile the 
European governm ents are w illing to ac­ 
cept th e “M onroe doctrine," th e “E d­ 
m unds doctrine," contained in the resolu­ 
tion, 
is 
m uch 
too “fresh’’ for them . 
In 
short, 
the 
foreign 
diplom at 
says 
plainly 
th a t 
if 
the 
Eum unds 
resolution 
should 
pass 
the 
House 
and be reported to the different European 
governm ents, the ai t would constitute a 
m eddling by the United States in m atters 
w hich are none of our Uncle Sam uel’s 
business. 
T he Edm unds 
resolution, he 
complains, is of far broader scope than the 
Monroe doctrine. 
T hat doctrine only de­ 
clared th at in future the United States 
will not look witii indifference upon any 
attem pts to extend the possessions of any 
European governm ent on either the N orth 


A m erican or th e South Am erican continent ; 
or the islands adjacent thereto. 
Tile Pan- I 
am a canal is as yet a private enterprise j 
only, and has no t been held to contravene 
the Monroe doctrine. T he point raised by 
th e foreign diplom at who was interview ed 
bv the World is th a t the enterprise would 
still rem ain a private one, even if the French J 
governm ent, or any 
other governm ent, j 
should advance m oney to com plete it. It j 
would not im ply, in his view, any extension 
of French dom inions in the new w orld; and ■ 
to deny to France the rig h t to protect and I 
rescue the interests of h er citizens in this 
hem isphere w ould be, the diplom at says, 
“considerably m ore th a t the Monroe doc­ 
trine as the Monroe doctrine used to be 
understood.” 
It is probable th a t the great pecuniary 
interests at stake m ake the European gov­ 
ernm ents disposed to overlook tho political 
f< atures of governm ental aid for the P ana­ 
m a scheme. Once let the E uropean gov­ 
ernm ents advance m oney to the canal 
com pany and it will become virtually a 
governm ent institution, just as our Pacific 
railroads are. 
Tho tem ptation 
then to 
disregard 
the 
Monroe 
doctrine 
and 
acquire political dom inion over the torri- 
tory through which the costly canal passes 
would probably be too strong to be resisted. 
It seems prudent, therefore, for our govern­ 
m ent to give tim ely w arning to Hie Euro­ 
pean governm ents th at they m ust “keep off 
the grass"; though very probably the form 
of Senator E d m u n d s ’ resolution was inju­ 
dicious.

THE

W herever private enterprise can be sub­ 
stituted for 
governm ental red tape the 
world at large will be wiser ana better for 
it in the end. This is the spirit and ten­ 
dency of democracy. 
It has 
generally been 
supposed th a t 


H e n r y M. S t a n l e y , the A frican explorer, 
was acting in a private capacity, solely in 
the interest of science and a better know l­ 
edge of th e geography and civiFzation of 
tho dark continent. B ut so prolonged has 
been the m ystery of his doings and where­ 
abouts th at th e suspicion has become some- 
w hat general th at he is acting as an agent 
of the English governm ent and quietly giv­ 
ing John Bull 
points in his designs to 
eventually control the vast com m erce th at 
w insom e tim e open up in Africa. 
It was 
th e quiet arts of the exploring m issionary 
th at opened the way to the conquest of 
India, th a t enorm ous m ine of E ngland's 
w ealth and power. 
W ith a view to clear up the m ystery of 
ll TANLEY 
and to 
furnish disinterested 
knowledge of the condition of Africa for 
the Am erican public, the New York W orld 
has sent out its private representative. 


T h o m a s A. S t e v e n s , who is now on his 
way to th a t continent. Mr. S t e v e n s has 
the pluck aud persistence of the true news­ 
paper m an, and we shall doubtless know 
som ething presently about Africa, the real 
designs of E ngland and the traffic in slaves, 
which is said to be attended w ith such 
horrible cruelty. 
The public are com ing to look to the 
newspapers 
for 
prom pt, 
business-like 
knowledge of things rath er than to the 
slow and clum sy agencies of official expedi­ 
tious. This ii the right way to reach tho 
truth, the w hole truth, and nothing but the 
tru th , w ith no ulterior m otive to discolor it. 


FRANCE IN 1889. 


Such is th e title of a four-:olum n article 
in the New Y'ork Sun from th e pen of M. 
M assifs ah, and when the S un’s m erciless 
condenser prints a four-colum n article on 
its editorial page the world m ay know th at 
there is thought and new s In it. 
But hum an language, how ever terse and 
cleverly w rought, is put to its severest test 
when it would give the outside world a 
clear understanding of the real condition of 
the France of today. The peculiar m er­ 
curial tem peram ent of the F rench people is 
hard for Euglish-speakm g peoples to under­ 
stand at best, and when to th is is added a 
com plexity of th e political situation which 
borders upon utter confusion, if not some­ 
thing even m ore serious, the difficulty of 
draw ing a correct picture is very great. 
W e think we know som ething of party 
dissensions in this1 country, bu t in the seats 
of the French parliam ent alone there is the 
M oderate Left, the Left, the Radical Left, 
the E xtrem e Left, the Union of the Left, 
the Centre Left, the Labor party, the Social­ 
istic party, and st|ll other political “scatter­ 
ing.” O utside of all this are num bered at 
every election Conservatives, Radicals, Rev­ 
olutionists, Socialists, 
Blanquists, Possi- 
bilists. and oilier ‘‘ists’’ too num erous to 
m ention. 
B ut w hat the outside world chiefly w ants 
to know is w hat Boulangism really stands 
for, w hat it proposes, and w hat will be its 
outcome. 
T his the Bun w ritor tries to 
m ake clear, but it is- no easy m atter. The 
key to the furor which this m an is m aking 
lies in the singular condition in which all 
classes of the French people find them ­ 
selves, in the enorm ous national debt and 
tax burdens, and, finally, in the incongru­ 
ous structure w hich is a republic in nam e, 
hut is far from it in substance, as we Ameri­ 
cans view a republican form of governm ent. 
B o u l a n g e r is a personality, form erly a 
w ar m inister of the republic. 
He is gifted, 
aud of very fascinating presence. On foot 
he has a superb bearing. On horseback lie 
is an ideal knight. He has a tree hand and 
a kindly word for everybody, and courts en­ 
thusiasm for his personality am ong the 
masses w ithout descending to tho arts of 
the recognized dem agogue. The very fact 
th a t he is a sort of glittering generality, 
w ithout distinctly defined purposes, lends 
him adm iiers from am ong all classes. 
T his rem arkable F rench fetish of the 
hour, B o u l a n g e r , is best described as au 
elegantly polished plate m irror with a thou­ 
sand faces, in w hich every kind of aspira­ 
tion, from O rganist down to Socialist, can 
see itself reflected. 
Every kind of discon­ 
tent, too (and France is everyw here 
be­ 
clouded w ith it), fancies th a t it finds itself 
expressed in the moods and the sayings of 
B o u l a n g e r . 
H e seems to be thus in 
some 
sense 
a 
universal 
reflector 
of 
everybody and everything, though he ex­ 
presses him self as being in favor of a radi­ 
cal change in the constitution, but for the 
sole purpose of m aking it m ore republi­ 
can, instead of less. T he people believe him 
to be sincere, and shout and sing his praises 
everywhere. 
H e m ust, indeed, be a m ar­ 
vellous actor if he can deceive a m an like 


H e n r i R o c h e f o r t , who first captivated by 
his m anners, becam e his friend, and is now 
his most .stubborn partisan. 


B o u l a n g e r is a singular creature of the 
sem i-dist.acted condition of France. Since 
1879, w hen M. G r e w w as elected presi­ 
dent of tho republic, politics have been con­ 
stantly ren t by factions. In the m idst of 
parliam entary w rangling th e agricultural 
and artisan classes are sorely discontented. 
The national debt of F rance is now above 
#0,000,000.000, and the debts of depart­ 
m ents and com m unes nearly #1.000,000,- 
OOO more. 
The state debt is 40 per cent, 
greater th an Itbat of England, more than 
ttiree tim es th a t of G erm any, and about five 
tim es th a t of tho U nited States. The annual 
interest on th is enorm ous debt is over #270,- 


000,000, w hich is paid largely out of gulling 


ta x e r levied on the poorer and m iddle 
classes. France enjoys high protection. 
The people of,our own great republic will 
watch the com ing tide of events in France 
w ith intense interest. Our nation was bap­ 
tized a republic. France has not yet had 20 
years of republicanism , and lier political 
structure is naturally yet im perfect. She 
deserves our sym pathy, as well by ties of 
history which are associated w ith our binh 
as a republic as by the natural debt we owe 
her for setting the exam ple of popular gov­ 
ernm ent before tho hidebound m onarchies 
of Europe. 
W hatever B o u l a n g e r may bo he is a 
more lovable figure than B is m a r c k , who 
today presents the sorry spectacle of bring­ 
ing the highest courts of the laud into con­ 
tem pt w ith the people for allowing Profes­ 
sor G k f f c k e x to let the tru th beknow n 
about B is m a r c k —a thing th a t would count 
for rank treason in any subject less im peri­ 
ous than his autocratic self. 


WOMEN AS INVENTORS. 


The faculty of invention has not gener- 
erally been supposed to he one in which 
woman excels. H er qualities m ost usually 
em phasized 
are intuition, ideality and 
fancy, w ith only a sm all share of m echan­ 
ical constructiveness. 
Opinions are divided as to w hether the 
range and apportionm ent of m ental quali­ 
ties naturally varies in women and m en. or 
w hether the disparity in results is wholly 
accounted for by difference of environm ent 
—or, in plain English, by the fact that 
woman has not had a fair chance. 
A pam phlet issued by the U nited States 
com m issioner of patents throw s some light 
upon this subject. Since 1790 the govern­ 
m ent 
has 
granted 
2500 
patents 
to 
women for inventions exclusively their 
own. 
The 
assertion 
th at 
"w om an’s 
em ancipation” 
is all 
th at is required 
to m ake 
her an equal producer with 
men in the line of invention seem s to 
be borne out by the fact th at in the first 40 
years covered by th e record only IO women 
patented inventions, and for the next SO 
years inventions by women only appear at 
the rate of three every tw o years. 
The inventive faculty in woman, then, 
seems to have borne th e bulk of its fruit in 
recent years, or as the wom an's rights ad­ 
vocates would express it, in the years 
covered by her largest em ancipation from 
old-time social prejudices. There seems to 
be no escape from this conclusion, even if 
men could he found illiberal enough to wish 
to esc ape it. 
One m ight naturally expect to find the 
m ajority of the fem ale inventors Y ankee 
women, but this is not the case. It is the 
great State of New York th a t shows tho 
greatest num ber of inventive women. We 
m ight also naturally expect to find the 
objects upon which 
w om an’s inventive 
faculty is exerted to be those of toilet and 
dom estic utility. 
T his is by no ineaus ex ­ 
clusively the case, however, and in fact a 
large share of them are not articles of 
especially fem inine interest. 
T he second 
patent issued was for a corset. T hen there 
are baby-jumpers. cradles, dolls, tidy-fas 
toners, chairs, churns and various cooking 
utensils. 
B ut 
this list is handsom ely 
hanked by non-heating axles, spark ar­ 
resters, sleeping-car berths, street-railroad 
rails, car-couplers, ploughs, hoes, harrows, 
an im proved sm elting furnace, and hun­ 
dreds of things entirely foreign to dis­ 
tinctive fem inine use. 
Some envious or sceptical m an m ay aver 
th at many of these inventions were never­ 
theless conceived in the m asculine brain, 
ami the title conveyed over to the wojmen 
on grounds of courtesy or expediency. But, 
on the other hand, who knows how m any 
m en have patented inventions suggested 
independently by their wives and usurped 
the whole credit? It is doubtful w hether 
if balances w ere struck the result would 
not he in w om an's favor. 
The lesson taught by the growing versa­ 
tility of wom an, as show n in recorded re­ 
sults, is th a t she ought to have a lair 
chance. The bulk of progressive aud fair- 
m inded m en are now ready to concede this. 
T he result may tip over some of the cher­ 
ished notions of our grandfathers’ days, hut 
tile age is ours, and a rightful share of its 
opportunities belongs tp woman.

for the purpose of be­

lectures of this course were reported in full 
in T h e G l o b e , and had attracted m uch 
attention.

This is, of course, a great disappoint­ 
m ent to thoso in the school at the associ­ 
ation, who had imped to learn so m uch 
from her instruction, a* well as to others 
who had planned to hear her: but even 
stronger than this sent.m ent is the feel­

in her illness, and the earnest wish th a t 
she m ay soon he well again was heard m any 
tim es this m orning, and will he echoed in 
hundreds of other hearts as these lines are

The lectures on household m anagem ent, 
which were to bo given on Friday m orn­ 
ings, will therefore lie discontinued from 
tins tim e on. 
The lectures on cookery, 
however, will be given as planned in the 
future 
by Mrs Greene, 
Mrs. Lincoln's 
assistant. We have 
already spoken 
of 
this lady in connection w ith announcem ents 
concerning the lectures, as one well quali­ 
fied for her work, being a graduate uuder 
Mrs. Lincoln of the Boston Cookirtlt School, 
and having had some years of experience 
as a teacher and a practical caterer. 
She certainly dem onstrated her adapta­ 
bility this m orning by th e creditable m an­ 
lier in which, w ith no special preparation 
and at very short notice, she took Mrs. L in­ 
coln’s place in the dem onstration lecture. 
Mrs. Green said she would first speak a 
little on the sub ect of m easuring and m ix­ 
ing. a topic w hich Mrs. Lincoln was obliged 
to om it at the last lesson. 
Mrs. Green rec­ 
om m ended for use in the kitchen a tin 
cup, to he found at tho furnishing stores, 
containing a half-pint beer measure. M eas­ 
uring is usually better than weighing, and 
w ith th * cup described above one can 
get proper quantities of substances w ithout 
getting out the scales to weigh. A cupful is 
one-half a pound of butter, or sugar, and 
four 
of 
these 
will 
m ake a pound 
of 
flour. 
Two 
and 
one-half 
cupfuls 
will 
m ake 
a 
pound 
of 
powdered 
sugar. 
Four 
cupfuls 
m ake 
a 
liquid 
quart. One advantage of this tin cup also 
is m a t it is of the same size at the bottom as 
a t the top. 
W ith a C hina cup the lower 
portion is so m uch sm aller titan at tho top 
that it is difficult to m easure a half cup. 
The rules som etim es say use 
“ B u tte r th e Size of a n K * * .” 
lf you place an egg in a table spoon you will 
see w hat this means. A table spoon heaped 
aud rounded to m ake it hold all it will, 
m akes the ''b u tter size of an egg,” w hich is 
equal to about two ounces of butter in 
weight. 
In m easuring eggs. nine large ones or ten 
sm all ones are equal to a uound. 
Mrs. G reen then showed tile best models 
of spoons, can-openers, apple corers and 
other 
kitchen 
utensils. 
A 
perforated 
wooden spoon is m uch better for m ixing 
than a solid wooden spoon, because the 
dough gathers in a solid ball in the bowl of 
the latter, w hile it passes through the other. 
A palette knife, which is broad, thin and 
flexible, is a very useful im plem ent for 
cleaning dough from a m ixing bowl. Dry 
substances should bedraped lightly into the 
m easuring cup and not dipped up w ith the 
cup, as in the latter case they would he 
crowded together, and a larger quantity 
would be obtained than was desired. 
Passing to the sub ect of the m orning— 
food, its loi'igiu, etc.—Mrs. Green said th a t 
food could he defined as anything th at 
nourished and sustaineu life. We get food 
from tho air, as oxygen is useful and neces­ 
sary for existence; w ater, too, is necessary, 
as three-fourths of our substance is water, 
and if we were dried down there would he 
only 25 per cent. of us left. 
The solid portions of our food can he 
divided into two great classes, the car­ 
bonaceous or h eat producing foods and the 
nitrogenous or flesh producing foods. We 
need also certain m ineral salts, obtained 
from vegetables and fruits for our skin, 
teeth, hair. etc. 
W e will now perform a few sim ple opera­ 
tions to show the 
K ffoct of H e a t a n d A ir U pon F ood. 
We w ill first test some bread. 
T here will 
be observed a great difference in the flavor 
of toast which has been m ade over the coals 
and th a t which has been m ade in tho oven. 
The reason for this is th at over the coals the 
toast is affected by the air and heat both; 
w hile m the oven there is the heat of the 
oven alone. 
We have all had toast brought to us 
which was charcoal on the outside and soft, 
m oist dough insiue. A slice of perfect toast 
is alm ost clear farina, and is easily digested. 
The other s> rt qf toast is indigestible, be­ 
cause toast or bread is m ostly starch, aud 
this starch m ust 
be 
acted 
on by the 
saliva 
of 
tho 
m outh 
and 
turned bv 
it into sugar before 
it 
passes into the 
stom ach. When the inside of a slice of toast 
is soft, however, it is m ade into a little ball 
of dough in the m outh, which is not readily 
chewed and slips into the stom ach w ithout 
being acted upon by the saliva. The proper 
way is to hold the slices of bread iii a Ane 
wire broiler over the coals, shaking or w av­ 
ing back and forth a little distance from 
the coals, 
first on one side and then 
on the other till the bread is thoroughly 
dried through. The only way to know when 
it is dried thoroughly is to feel of it. W hen 
tills is done. Hold nearer to the coals and 
brown each side a delicate golden brown. 
N othing hurried is ever perfect, and tim e is 
not wasted in preparing food properly, so 
th a t it is adapted 
to our age, occupa­ 
tion. clim ate and tem peram ent, 
lf one 
is 
in 
haste 
the 
bread 
may 
he 
dried in the oven and then toasted, hut it is 
not so good in flavor. 
A slice of perfect 
toast will have Its .crusts trim m ed off and 
will he crisp all tho wav through. 
Do not pile slvucs cif toast one above 
a n o th e r, as the heat and Rteam from one 
will soften others. A toast rack is a good 
thing in which to serve slices of dry to ast 
£ g g V e r m i c e l l i . 
Boil three eggs 20 m inutes. Separate the 
yolk and chop the w hites tine. Toast four 
slices of bread. Cut this in auy ornam ental 
silage von choose, squares, points, etc. Make 
one cup of thin w a to sauce (made from 
oue cup m ilk. one teaspooulul of butter aud 
one heaping teaspoonful of flour. Half a 
teaspoonful of salt and half a saltspoonful 
of pepper), 
Stir the w hites in the sauce, 
rub the yolks through a line strainer over 
the whole. Garnish w ith points of toast or 
parsley and slices ot bacon. , 
The eggs for the above were put in boil­ 
ing w ater aud boiled nard for 20 m inutes. 
The effect of the heat upon the album en of 
the egg is to harden it. Chop the whites 
tine, and add to the w hite sauce. Always 
chop w ith short, quick strokes to save time. 
Four the m ixture over the toast, w hich is 
still nicer if it is buttered first. 
Rub the yolks through a tine strainer over 
tile whole. 
Broil or fry thin slices of breakfast bacon 
slowly; this draw s out tho oil from the 
m eat, and hardens the Jean stock. The 
bacon should be very crisp ami brown, and 
a very nice way is to drop it into very hot 
fat.and fry it crisply. 
The above m akes a very attractive b reak ­ 
fast dish. and is a perfect form of food, as 
the dish contains starch album en, oil, etc. 
The preparation of it illustrates the effect of 
h eat upon all these forms of food. 
Roasted potatoes go weli w ith the above. 
They should he cooked about half an hour 
or more. As soon as potatoes are cooked so 
as to be soft, they should, on being taken 
from the oven, be squeezed in the hand till 
tile skin cracks open to let out the steam . 
Tho effect of heat on the potato is to heat the 
w ater of tile potato, aud to swell aud burst 
the grains of starch. A part of the w ater of 
the potato is absorbed in the process, but 


some is left in the form of steam , which, 
unless let out as described above, this 
steam will he reabsorbed by the starch of 
the potato, m aking it “soggy," and not dry 
a n d mealy.

It is not a generally known historical fact 
th a t from 1774 to 1784 the territory now 
known as Tennessee form ed a part of N orth 
Carolina, and th a t iii 1785 the Tennesseans, 
becoming dissatisfied w ith th eir govern­ 
m ent, organized a State governm ent under 
the nam e of “F ran k lin ," which was m ain­ 
tained for some years. 
The S tate after­ 
wards disbanded, and T erritorial Tennessee 
was again annexed to North Carolina. The 
following is am ong the laws passed by the 
Legislature of the S tate of F ranklin.

t rarely takes longer than 
a fo rtn ig h t for th e cautions or th e cynical 
tenderfoot from th e E astern Slates to be­ 
com e a p art of th e gigantic boom in his 
new neighborhood, and for his im agination 
to expand In accordance w ith th e lordly 
■ween of his new dom inion. 
So it is. therefore, th a t th e present and 
fu tu re of a W est rn T erritory is now here 
pain ted m ore rosy th an in th e Governor's 
an n u al report to th e secretary of th e in­ 
terio r. B ut th e hopefn!. not to say boastful, 
to n e of these contributions does not lessen 
th e ir ra ttie st. Indeed, they are generally 
m ig h t - good reading. VV litre, for instance, 
ah ab we look in th e ions and tom es of 
m a tte r tu rn ed o u t yearly at th e govern­ 
m en t p rin tin g office to r a more fa?c Mating 
w ord picture th an this, wh oh was sketche d 
by G overnor Si m ple of W ashington Terri­ 
to r y : 
Tho I<ccreml of th e TV-nooskt. 
L ooking a t th e O lym pic range from the 
eastern shore of P u g et Sound one can easily 
conceive how superstitious ideas could be 
fo stered by them , in th e m inds of Indians 
an I trappers w ho have to wonton ; w ith the 
elem ents as well as w ith fanged and muscled 
beasts of prey th a t glare in th eir paths and 
m en ace th eir advance. Red m en and w hite 
m en have gone ail around th is section, as 
bush n u n go ail around a jungle in which a 
m an-eating t ger is con ceased, but th e in­ 
terio r is in co g n ita Iii ira ition alone has 
m an p enetrated its fastnesses aud trod the 
aisles of its continuous woods. . . . 
T his place was held sacred a 1- a neutral 
ground bv th e trire s th at hu n ted each 
o th e r w ith m urderous in ten t over every 
foot of th e N orthw est country. H ere peace 
w as en sh rin ed , and th e w arriors of th e dif­ 
fe re n t tribes congregated once every year 
to engage in friendly rivalry iii the gam es 
til t w ere know n to them , and to traffic 
W ith each o th er in such articles o I com ­ 
m erce as .hey possessed. . . . 
N o account exists of any violation of the 
n eu trality , b u t a g reat catastrophe occurred 
long, long ago du rin g th e continuance of 
one of th eir festivals, from w hich only a 
few of th e a-scm oled Iud ans escaped. Ac­ 
cording to t he accounts of th e indians, the 
g r a t aeutro, chief ol all evil spirits, a 
g ia n t who could tram ple wiiole w ar parties 
u n d er his feet, and who could traverse 
th e 
air.

happy valley has not since reheeled the 
im ag e cl an Indian.

W ith less eloquence. G overnor Stevenson 
of Idaho tells some interestin g things about 
B ear Lake county, w hich has a population 
of CO X). 
T he G overnor says: 
T he county is perhaps th e highest alti­ 
tu d e th a t is cultivate!! successfully in the 
w orld, th e altitu d e being ab o u t 0000 feet, 
end th e early ettlers. being unaccustom ed 
to to e Hosts and storm s of these high alti­ 
tu d es aud th e different m ethods of raising 
crops by irrigation, w ere for several years 
com pelled to haul th eir dour aud other 
necessaries over th e 
rugged 
m ountains 
from Cache Valley, U tah, a distance of 75 
m iles, th e roads being m ere trai.s. rooky, 
sidling, and w ithout bridges over th e wild 
sw ift m ountain stream s. 
Paris, th e county seat, has a brick court 
bouse w inch cost SH unto, a church edifice, 
n early finished, called the M ormon T aber­ 
nacle. C5 feet wide, I lo feet long, and 40 
feet betw een door and ceiling, and HO feet 
h igh. It is b uilt of gtoue. th e corners of 
doors, w indow buttresses and tow ers are 
b u ilt of line red hard san stone roughly 
hew n. It is hauled by team s from quarry 
20 m iles d istant. The body of th e building 
is of g ran ite of various colors, which gives 
th e w hole a singular but pleasing effect. 
I t has already cost over $40,000, and is un­ 
doubtedly th e finest church building in 
Idaho. 
Parts has a population of about 1500. all 
M orm ons, aud th ere is n o t a saloon or 
gam biing-bou8e or any o th er place w here 
in to xicating liquor is sold, and this is, I am 
told, th e ease in all th e tow ns in Idaho 
w here these people have exclusive control, 
l la n o ’* FutureSOreat. 
S hake R iver valley is a place of wondrous 
possibilities, for the G overnor of Idaho says: 
E ast of a line draw n n orth and south, 
thro u g h Salm on Fails, th e valleys of Snake 
riv er contain at least lo.ooo.noo acres of 
good I; nd. Bv m eans of a properly con­ 
stru c te r system ct canals aud storagi reser­ 
voir- nearly th e whole of S nake l iver valley 
could be reclaim ed. W ith outlying raining 
d istricts th is would furnish hom es for more 
th a n I .OOO.O0<> 
people. The copulation 
of tlic T erritory w ith in a generation cannot 
tail short of 3,000,000 of peonle. 
Old anil New Inform atio n. 
T here are both lig h ts and shadow s on the 
pag -s of th e report of th e G overnor of Wy­ 
om ing. T hom as M oonlight. and I will quote 
a num ber of in terestin g and instructive 
passages: 
Iii th e p a s t W yom ing has been treated as 
a cattle country only. both by a m ajority of 
h er citizens and tnose outside who desired 
th a t it should be so, and cattle raising was 
Very profitable. 
T he result was an overdoing of th e busi­ 
ness—m ore cattie in the T erritory th an the 
n a tu ra l production of grass would support: 
h en ce cattle were in a very im poverished 
condition, and Jell ready victim s to the 
a to n es and blizzards of tho w inter of ISHO 
and .8*7. T his was th e tu rn in g point in 
th e history of Wyi rniug. 
Fortunes were 
sw ept aw ay w ith th e n o rtherly blasts, and. 
to crow n th e evil, the price of cattie was 
n ev er so low as in 1887. Hmall shipm ents, 
low prides, and I lie story is told. The num ­ 
b er of range cattie being reduced, the 
grasses now have a chance to grow un 
ag ain ; and in my trav ellin g over th e Ter- 
riio iy tin s sum m er I had ihe pleasure of 
seeing ail the anim a sin splendid condition, 
ex cep t in a few localities w here the ranges 
are still overstocked. 
M any of the largest cattle com panies are 
now closing up tire business and giving 
Ola e to th e sm aller holdings, where m ea 
will only handle as man> cattle as they can 
care for. by feed ng th e young and weakly 
o n e s d uriu : th e w inter. . . . 
T here s nothing reliab le to be said under 
th e heading of population, as there has 
been no census since 1880. I am inclined 
to th e belief th a t my estim ate of last year. 
Mi I. OOO, is still near th e m ark, as m any have 
been going and com ing. 
The gains are 
p rincipally am ong the farm ing and actual 
hum seeking and settlin g population, while 
th o losses are confined to th e "cowboys” on 
th e ranches, With som e changes in the 
cities. . . . 
T he assessed valuation of 1887 exceeds 
th e assessed va nation of lstfts. . . . 
W yom ing abounds in coal, and it is found 
in every county in t. e territory, .sometimes 
cropping out on the banks of ravines, creeks 
and stream s, and now here a t such a depth 
as m akes m ining very expensive. In the 
report of Professor Louis I*. R icketts for 
1887. as territorial geologist, he says, am ong 
o th er things, th a t he believes th e coal fields 
of W yom ing cover 80.000 square miles. . . 
C rude soda from rile extensive deposits 
west id Laram ie is converted into m arketa­ 
ble products, caustic soda, salt cake, soda 
ash and concentrated lye. T he rem arkable 
deposits are found about 13 m iles from 
Laram ie, w ith w hich place they are cou- 
#ecu*d by the Laram ie. N orth P ark & Pa­ 
cific railway. They occur in a basin com- 
•ritthtf some hue acres in extent, and are 


know n as the soda lakes. They are fed 
by springs from which Pows a strong 
solution 
of 
sulphate 
of 
soda, 
In

and 
sum m er these spring*

8< da solution, but na the season advances

Glasswork* have been in successful oper­ 
ation at L aram ie City for some tim e, and 
are a great success. . . , The soda. lim e­ 
stone and sand are lound in inexhaustible 
quantities a t tho very door alm ost of the 
factory, . . . 
This is the only window glass factory 
west of Rock Island. Ilk, there being none 
on the Pacific coast, so th a t we have a wido 
rn irk et for our products, w ith a consider­ 
a t e m argin of profit in the m atter of freight 
alone, . , . ' 
Tile eil fields of W yoming present today, 
perhaps, the greatest field lor speculation 
of any industry hidden or developed. . ., . 
It is a fact th at Texas cattle im prove in 
size and w eight in Wyoming, steers at 
four vears old which weigh about I OOO 
pounds in Texas when shipped to Chicago 
m arket would, if brought to W yoming us 
two-vear-olds. weigh about I.',On pounds, 
th s m aking an increase of 30<>pounds. . . 
There is som ething in the sod 
clim ate 
and 
grasses of 
W yoming 
th at 
gives 
grace, style, m ettle, wind and speed to 
W yoming-bred horses as well as a strength 
seem ingly beyond their weight and appear­ 
ance. 
They eau go m ore miles day in and 
day out th an any horses I have ever seen. 
and wk I o u t fooling oppressed. T b s th e v 
will do upon the grasses and w ith ut comb 
or brush. 
After 40 m iles in the hot sun. u n ­ 
hitch and tU’ii thorn out upon the picket 
rope all night, and they will be ready the 
next m orning for 40 
miles more th at 
day. . . . 
All th e resources of W yom ing mav be said 
to be undeveloped; m an are in their in­ 
fancy. and more have as yet not been 
touched, 
l ake the item of m arble, for in­ 
stance. abounding in m any places, but par­ 
ticularly in Laram ie county, and of the 
purest and finest quality. It has been found 
of alm ost every variety aud color—pure 
white, 
black, pink, 
gra , spotted aud 
spangled. . , . Tho sam e is true of the 
m ountains of iron aud granite found in 
litany places and of a very superior quality. 
Mica, 
lead, plumbago, 
e tc , have 
been 
found, but there has been no developm ent. 
Tile Capitol is built of stone procured near 
Rawlins, which is very beautiful and con­ 
sidered very enduring. 
I am sure some of these statem ents of the 
Governor of W yom ing will be new inform a­ 
tion for m any denizens of the ettere East, 
K a k o to S o il A l m o -it U n s c r a t c h e d . 
A paragraph or tw o from the report of 
G overnor C hurch of D akota will not be 
lacking in g e n e ra lly terest. 
The grand total of hinds newly filed on 
and purchased hy im m igrants for settlem ent 
for th e y ear ending June 3(>, 1888, closely 
approxim ates tile sum of 2.500,000 acres, or 
::.«o is uure miles, an area tw ice th a t of the 
St ite of Delaware. . . . 
The vacant public lands of the T erritory— 
lands sub ect to entry under the rules of the 
governm ent land laws exceed 22,000,000 
acres, an area about e mal to th a t of the 
State of Indiana. Nearly every acre of this 
vast dom ain is land u -t as rich, just as easy 
of tillage, and covered w ith 
the same 
grow th 
of 
nutritious pastures as that 
already settled upon. 
A bout 27.000.000 acres of D akota's sur­ 
face are contained w ithin the boundaries of 
indian reservations, the greater part of 
which will sooner or later be opened to set- 
te m e u t under the m odern 
progressive 
policy of giving to each Indianan allotm ent 
rn severalty, and the disposition of the sur­ 
plus rem aining. 
But a m ere fraction of the land, title to 
which lias been ae m ired from the govern­ 
m ent is utilized for agricultural purposes. 
N ine-tenths of this deeded land is available 
eith er for the enlargem ent of farm areas or 
the addition of producers. 
It will lie seen th a t tho T erritory offers for 
years to con e a refuge tor the farm er, the 
stork grow er the hom e seeker. 
Tile m ineral resources, 
including 
im ­ 
pi* rise deposits of coal, rich m ines of gold, 
silver iron, tin, copper, .mica. asbestos, salt 
and m arble, have scarcely been "prospect­ 
ed," and aw ait toe extension of railway 
fa ilities and the liberal em ploym ent of 
capital for the fall realization of their hid­ 
den w ealth. 
T i l e O n a ! S a l t R l v ? r V a l l e y , 
Governor C. Meyer Z ulickof Arizona be­ 
gins his report w ith this reference: 
It has been a popular error of th e past 
th a t Arizona was but a barren country, 
overrun w ith venom ous reptiles and Apache 
Ind alin, hat th a t delusion is fast being dis­ 
pelled. and her great possibilities as an ag­ 
ricultural country are being adm itted. The 
recent developm ents m ade bv L ieutenant 
F ran k Cushing, under authority OI the 
Sm ithsonian Institution, and the patronage 
of 
Mrs. 
H em ingw ay

Bolton, prove 
beyond question th a t centuries ago the 
Salt 
River 
valley 
contained

he traced today upon the surface their an­ 
cient w aterw ays, through which, in the 
dim past, w ater was applied to the thirs y 
soil of th a t valley, and by crude processes 
of farm ing support win furnished to nearly 
a third of a milli< n of people. The Governor 
gratefully quote- Hon. J. de Ba; th Shorn of 
th e C alifornia State board of viticulture as 
follows: 
W hile civilization had its origin in the 
Nile by reason of its agricultural coiidit o h s , 
it should h ive its highest achievem ent rn 
the S a t River valley for the sam e rea­ 
son 
. . . 
Tw enty acres in fruit, grain, and alfalfa 
are sufficient to support a fam ily iii great 
prosperity, w hile a lo acre larm will ensure 
com fort. A w ell-cultivated fru it farm of 
2o a res. w ith proper appurtenances, will 
sell for 8250 per acre. 
G overnor Zulick says on another tonic: 
T he supply of labor is not above the de­ 
m and. 
Skilled m echanics are paid from 
$3.C 0to$5;unskilb d labor, $2; m iners,83 to 
$3.50 w ithout board ;farm hands froin$3i’> to 
$40 per m onth w ith board, aud dom estic 
s e rv a n t from $20 to $ IO per m onth and 
board. T here is a great scarcity of private 
servants. H undreds could find employm ut 
in the tow ns and on the ranches at good 
wages, our people being com pelled to resort 
to Chinam en, who, a t the best, are very un­ 
satisfactory. 
T i l e R o il M a n ’ s Kit out y . 
From M ontana Governor Preston H. Les­ 
lie re pons: 
"T he greatest enem y and peace-disturber 
th a t ever comes onto the F lathead reser­ 
vation, or near its borders, is th e W hitem an 
w ith his bottle of w hiskey.”

H ere is a startling fact in th e report of 
Idaho’s G overnor: 
T here are 508.500 acres of land in Hie 
Coeur d ’Alene reservation, w hich is held fur 
the benefit of about 600 Indians. 
T he sam e Governor quotes a subordinate 
as follows on a subject of grow ing im por­ 
tance in territorial 
governm ent, the ex­ 
em ption from taxation of m ining property: 
N evada has 
produced 
more m aterial 
w ealth th an Ohio, and yet site is bankrupt. 
Those who reaped the harvest of hor m ines 
are today living in luxury in other lands, 
and poor Nevada is forgotten. Let us have 
this law’ enacted to tax the product of tho 
mines, 
lf nothing is produced, nothing is 
paid: but equal taxation is one of the first 
principles of Jefferson. 
T h e A b o r i g i n a l s V a n i s h i n g . 
B ut to return to th a t observant m agis­ 
trate. Governor Semplo of W ashington T er­ 
ritory, let me further quote from his able 
rep o rt: 
I visited the public schools in m any places 
and was 
struck w ith the healthful ap­ 
pearance and physical beauty of the chil­ 
dren. T hat they were true Am ericans was 
dem onstrated by the fact th a t they de­ 
manded a speech every tim e, iii one case, at 
W alla Walla, refusing to excuse m e even 
when the bell rang for recess and their com­ 
panions from the other rooms w ent clatter­ 
ing along tho halls. . . . 
The school of languages, a t the same 
place, gives instruction in Trench, Germ an, 
Eng ish.

world’s 
riches 
or 
happiness. 
Suoh 
gardens 
are 
the 
real “gardens of E den” to my m ind, where 
plants are created and set round about. But 
the m en who do these things are the part of 
the study th at m ost engage one's m ind in 
going over some fam ous nurser >. They are 
alw ays genial, and even a little enthusias­ 
tic w ith those of like tastes, but always 
keen-oyed, eager students of plant life, and 
w ithal practical business m en. 
Speaking of the faithful work of nursery­ 
m en he said: "Traveson of Orleans will 
collect every kind of tree and plant th a t is 
hardy in France and of any com m ercial 
value all the world over, and plant them in 
such am azing quantities as to have covered 
300 acres w ith beds lour feet wide containing 
m illions of young plants lroin three inches 
to three feet high. Alt our best native shrubs 
and trees stand there in incredible num ­ 
bers, aud are all sold while quite small, at 
prices incredibly low. 
A fter referring to the fam ous nurseries of 
Louis Van H outte at G hent, whicn was the 
result of a m aster m ind, the essayist m en­ 
tioned tho excellent style of "packing” 
adopted ny European nurserym en. He then 
spoke 
of 
the 
painstaking 
character 
of 
the 
workers. 
He 
sa <1 
th a t 
the 
common laborers on the other side got 
nearer to their work, and they continued 
for generations faithful, plodding and ex­ 
pert workers. 
Speaking of th e common 
em ploym ent of women and children in 
European nurseries to do the weeding, the 
essay.st said it w as distasteful to linn, and 
th a t the w ork had a pervading air of 
drudgery and an entire lack of enthusiasm . 
He referred eloquently to tho new tube­ 
rous begonias at John L aing’s near Lon­ 
don, also lo tho hardy betulaceous plants 
growing at W ares’ at T ottenham , near lo n ­ 
don. lie also spoke enthusiastically of the 
gofgoousfiehls of new dahli s kept by this 
firm as a show ground for visitors. 
VV. C. Strong, in discussing the paper, said 
th a t we had no nursery in New E ngland 
w here a visitor would find such a state of 
drudgery as was spoken of by Mr. Tem ple. 
He wanted protection lor the tree industry, 
and he did not believe in having tho Ameri­ 
can m arkets Hooded w ith cheap European 
products. 
Mr. Dawson objected to any protection. 
H e was sure tiiat Am erican nurserym en 
could com pete w ith anybody. 
A nother m em ber hoped th a t they would 
never have any tariff on trees. 
A gentlem an suggested th a t the idea cf 
the paper was th a t Am ericans should leave 
lo .OOO things and do one or two tilings well. 
Mr. Dawson said th a t w hat was w anted 
here was a seedling nursery in every part 
of t e com m y.

Happiness Cannot be Obtained by an 


Interm arriage of Race. 


Keligious Differences Exist That May 


in Time Disappear. 


At th e Tem ple Adath Israel yesterday. 
Rabbi Solomon Schinaler took for his sub­ 
ject, "Baron Hirsch and his Solution of tile 
Sem itic Problem .” There was a very large 
attendance. The learned rabbi said: 
Proverbs are a currency of which every 
age coins its own supply, although it does 
not 9top the circulation of the pieces which 
a previous age has iniiied. Proverbs of 
good m etal have not lost a particle of their 
ring by their old age. Still such as bear tho 
B'ainp of tho latest ' ear en oy greater favor 
and circulate more freely am ong the public. 
One of these recently coined proverbs is th at 
“Char ty covers a m ultitude of sins.” This 
expression does surely,p o t ascan to convey 
the thought th at silts could ho condoned by 
acts of charity, th at short comings in cue 
quarter could bo out-bAlanced by acts of 
charity in another, or th a t a m an could buy 
oft w ith a sum of money expended in w hat 
is called “charily” the obligation which he 
personally owes to m ankind. Tho proverb 
sim ply wishes to give a stronger expression 
to an experience which is general, nam ely, 
th a t the public is apt to overlook a great 
m any weaknesses, err ors aud short-coinings 
iii a m an who is lavish in donations to the 
poor. 
The world is apt to call any m an a phil­ 
anthropist who is ready to assist w ith 
money any schem e from which apparently 
no profit is returned to him self, but by 
which seem ngly Use less fortunate classes 
are to be benefitted. This is not tho first 
tim e th a t I have endeavored to show 
to you th a t philanthropy could not he 
monopolized 
by 
the 
neb , 
th a t 
the 
greatness 
of 
a 
gift 
does 
not 
stand 
in any ratio w hatsoever either 
to 
the 
goodness and the moral worth of the giver. 
or to tile utility and beneficence of tho pro­ 
ject or schem e wh ch it subsidizes. 
I shall 
confine m yself touay to one illu strat on 
which ol laie has been forced upon us, and 
which, judging from the lntores. taken in 
this country, m ust have been a topic of 
conversation all over the world during tho 
last week. 
A banker in Paris 
possessing 
untold 
w ealth, which through lucky speculation 
has accum ulated w ithin three generations 
in his fam ily, and who, on account of ser­ 
vices rendered to some European govern­ 
m ent. has been elevated to the ran k of a 
baron, in a word. the well-known 
M e r c h a n t P r in c e . B a r o n H ir s c h , 
has been for a long tim e honorably quoted 
as one of the m ost charitable m en of thL 
century, as a philanthropist of tho purest 
w ater, and as ihe honor aud pride, not only 
of the Jew ish race b u t of hum anity at 
large. No charitable schem e was ever en­ 
tered upon to which Baron K irsch did not 
contribute his share. His house is said to 
be constantly beleaguered by an arm y of 
petitioners, of whom seldom one is sent 
avvAy w ithout having been granted his pe­ 
tition. 
His philanthropy was still m ore dem on­ 
strated by the iact th a t he never m ade anv 
distinction as to rave or religion, th a t his 
purse was ever open to tile needy of all 
creeds and sects, and when some tim e ago 
he offered Hie enorm ous sum of IOO,000,000 
francs, which is $20,000 OOO in our own 
money, 
to 
the 
Russian 
governm ent 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
e-tabl inning 
schools in those districts of Russia in which 
th e Jew s form the m ajority of the in­ 
habitants, 
this act of beneficence was 
heralded w ith the flourish of trum pets all 
over th e world. A donation of such m agni­ 
tude. given by one m an who a t tho sault: 
tim e continued to increase rath er than to 
clear the list of current and regular ch arit­ 
able contributions, took alm ost aw ay the 
breath of people aud m ade them gasp in 
wonder. 
As for tho Jews. there was none am ong 
them , rich or poor, who would not have 
felt proud to nam e such a m an his brother, 
both in regard to race and religion. A short 
tim e ago no m an would have dared to 
doubt the generosity of such a m ail or to 
belittle his m otives. It would have been 
treason til argue th a t a poor m an who gave 
a sm all sum for the relief of his neighbor 
was not only in the eye of God, hu t even 
before the judgm ent scat of pouud. com ­ 
mon sense, the better m an of the two be­ 
cause he stinted him self of some of tho 
lied ssitics of hie. w nile the rich baron who 
gave m illions of dollars where the oilier 
$*ave pennies did not suffer any personal 
inconveniences in his com forts from the 
greatness of his contribution. It would have 
been treason to say th at the world hardly 
owed thanks to the baron Uacause he merely 
returned what, owing to the unsoundness of 
social conditions, had bown into his coilers, 
os com paratively blood is concentrated in 
superabundance in an abscess or carbuncle 
w hen the body does not enjoy the norm al 
conditions of health. 
A correspondent has had an interview 
w ith the rich banker and it has leaked out 
th a t 
H is G o rg e o u s O f t to H u s lia 
was intended for a purpose which by no 
m eans would suit those for whose intended 
benefit it was donated. It leaked out th at 
the baron hoped to solve w hat is called the 
"Sem itic Preble ai,” or, in other words, the 
question, 
"W hat 
is 
^o he done w ith 
the Jew ?” The hanker, if he 
is 
cor­ 
rectly quoted by the interview er, seems 
to be dissatisfied w ith his origin, fie seems 
to believe that it would be m uch better if 
the Jewish race would cease to exist. 
This 
wish s ems to have brighten, d his eyes so 
far th at he observes in the inferm ariia ie 
o ta few of his rich friends w ith the indi­ 
gent brancher of th e aristocracy of E ng­ 
land and France the drift of the tim e 
which tends tow ards an assim ilation of the 
Jew s with the surrounding C hristian world. 
He furtherm ore seem s to feel th at a rich 
m an ought to oil the rails upon which the 
wheel o f tim e is moving, th at he ought to 
help bring about such a desirable state of 
affairs, ana th a t in order to reach the root of 
the evil he ought to endow Russia with 
m oney for the purpose of bringing about a 
higher culture am ong the masses of Jew s 
inhabiting these regions, and thus facili­ 
tate and accelerate tho progress of am al :a- 
niation. T his m otive of his action, which 
heretofore no one suspectea, changed the 
whole aspect of affairs. It uncovered tho 
sin over which charity had spread tile 
covering veil, and brought us the same 
obi and vexatious question w ith augm ented 
forco before the Jew ish com m unity. 
It is none of our business to discuss Hie 
m otives which m ay have actuated Baron 
Kirsch when he parted with such a princely 
fortune as is $20,0< )(>,OOO. H is none of < ur 
business to predict th a t his endeavor would 
turn out a failure in so far as the Jews 
of Russ a are concerned. 
N either would 
it be becoming in us to put on sackc'oth 
and ashes and m ourn the dem ise of Ju d a­ 
ism previous to her certified death. Tin re 
will be plenty of tim e left to tie the black 
crape to our door bell afier Judaism will 
have breathed her last. At the present the 
old lady enjoys yet a vigorous health, aud 
seems to grow younger w ith every «iay. 
It concerns us a great deal how the ques­ 
tion which has i uzzled us so m any genera­ 
tions will finally be solved, and bow. in this 
country, where freedom prevails as nowhere 
else lim ier God’s heaven, tho question of 
inter-m arriage will find its settlem ent. 
It 
behooves us to lake such questions into 
consideration, an I it would lie m ere cow­ 
ardice on 
our » p a't 
if, 
for 
fear 
of 
stepping on somebody, Vt loc, we would shirk 
our duty and not en ter Upon any research. 
I claim that, w hile there is no necessity of 
hurting anybody s feelings. We ought to bo 
frank ami outspoken, aud th a t if there is 
any danger ahead we should rather ap­ 
proach it w ith our eves opeu and fight it if 
we can. m anly and w ith all legitim ate 
weapons. 
We can n e th e r save the race 
nor win any glory by closing our oyes to 
what we m ay call th e approaching danger, 
and still less by keeping quiet when 
O n e W o r d E a rn e s tly S p o k e n 
m ight avert the catastrophe. 
Let us first of all refute the idea th a t 
there is such a thing as a "Sem itic prob­ 
lem .” or th a t anything of tile kind has a 
right 
to 
existence. 
W hat 
in 
the 
nam e of common sense does the word 
m ean? 
W ho 
under 
God’s sun has a 
right to say w hat nations or races should be 
allowed to exist and which n o t” Or who is 
placed as th e stew ard of God on earth to 
m easure out th e land upon which this or 
th a t race ou lit to dwell and tho circum ­ 
ference of which it should not he allowed 
to leave? Tho whole question which the 
words "Sem itic Problem ” im plies bas al­ 
ways been a m atter of astonishm ent re me. 
W hy should the Jew not have the sam e 
right to live as the m em ber of anv other 
race? Why should it be d sirable th at ho 
should cease to exist, th at he should be­ 
come am algam ated am ong the rest of tho 
nations?

produces, 
than 
to dem and th at no difference of 
race 
should 
furtherm ore 
exist 
am ong 
tho 
people who dwell on this globe. If there is 
a Sem itic question, there ought to be with 
the sam e rig h t an Arian question, and an 
African question, and a Celtic question. 
etc., ad infinitum . 
It is a peculiarity which belongs exclu­ 
sively to the israelites th a t our race and 
our religion are so entw ined with each 
other th a t they can hardly be untw isted. 
There are m anv .Tews who do not deserve 
th a t nam e in the religious sense of tho 
word, who do not believe any of the tenets of 
Judaism and never work for th eir propaga­ 
tion, and still they cannot help being Jews 
ami being recognised as such on account of 
their race. There are Gentiles, however, who 
if they were question"d, w ouldshow th at 
they are in perfect sym pathy ana harm ony 
w ith the doctrines and teachings of modern 
Judaism , who would prefer it to any other 
religion, even to tire religion in which they 
have peen roared, who are so enthusiastic 
a 'o u t it th a t they would like to see tile 
Jew ish ideas as reorereuied by w hat we 
call m odern or liberal Jew s propagated 
and become the future religion of the 
w< r!d. 
U nfortunately, however, they have 
not been horn w ithin th e Jew ish race, and 
thus they are not counted am ong the Jews. 
Baron Hirsch is reported to have said th at 
tho tendencies of 
the tim e towards an 
am algam ation of the races showed itself in 
the desertion of Jew s from their religion 
aud in tho r acceptation of Chi- stianity as 
the true religion. I do not know in how far 
S la rls h E u ro p e a n C o n d itio n * 
tend to m ake hypocrites and pretenders of 
some of the Jew s living there, but I do 
know th a t in this country, w hich rests upon 
the rock of liberty of conscience, no Jew of 
any worth has exchanged Judaism for 
C hristianity. Ho m ay turn a Free-roligion- 
ist, he may turn an Agnostic, he m ay turn 
even an atheist, 
b u t he never turns a 
C hristian; while on th e other hand, if we 
were ready to adopt a more R hea! policy 
and to admit, m em bers of the C hristian 
church into our fold, there are chances th at 
Judaism m ight become yet the m istress of 
the world. 
The freedom which this country grants to 
cs and to all her citizens, tile education 
which is given to a11 classes in common, has 
done away w ith a great deal of both race 
aud religious pre udices. 
We m eet with 
our fellow-citizens in the m arket, in social 
circles, in politics; we become attached to 
them and they to us by the bonds of inti­ 
m ate friendship,tlieytell us th at they respect 
us 
and 
are 
ready 
to 
tru st 
us 
in 
all and everything, and wo tell them 
th a t 
barring a 
slight little difference 
in regard re some theological questions we 
are not only satisfied to accept th eir friend­ 
ship and th eir esteem , but th a t we are 
pleas d to reciprocate them . W hen, how­ 
ever, it conies to th e point of inter m arriage, 
when the children of friendly fathers be­ 
come attached to each o ther and de ire to 
enter upon the holiest com m union between 
the children of this earth, into tho com­ 
m union of m arriage, then we say? or they 
sav. “Hold on! Ho e is the line w hich you 
m ust not pass. H ere is th e rubicon which 
you m ust not cross.” 
In lorm ertim es, when people actually be­ 
lieved th a t one nation had been chosen by 
God to be his favorites and the exclusive 
banner-bearers of tru th and light in prefer­ 
ence to th e rest of hischildren. or when the 
belief prevailed th a t only th e m em ber of a 
certain church could be saved from th e m is­ 
eries of eternal perdition at such a tim e it 
could be easily understood why th e race 
shoul I be k o p tin tact fo th e sake of religion. 
or why the safety of the soul should not be 
brought into tem ptation b ra n alliance w ith 
a person whose eternal future happiness 
was so doubtful. B ut in our days when 
neither the one nor the othqr idea can find 
an inch of space in th e ground of our rea­ 
son whereupon lo grow, th e question of in ­ 
term arriage assum es an entirely different 
appearance, and the questions which our 
own children direct to us, or which our 
friends and neighbors desire to have 
sw ered by us, are of m uch greater Impor­ 
tance to us th an all th a t B anker H irsch 
m ight do or say in Paris. 
The end for whii h m atrim ony is slriving 
is the true happiness of the contracting par­ 
ties. At a tim e w hen ldve intoxicates the 
youthful brain, the overs frequently forget 
th a t thev m ust not join m erely for the 
gratification of th eir passions, natu ral and 
legitim ate as they m ay be, but th a t 
’I’Ii oy M u st be C o m p an io n s 
which leaning upon each other could brave 
the storm s and hold out against all the m is­ 
fortunes of life. 
A fter the fire of pass on has become some­ 
w hat subdued, m any couples frequently be­ 
come aw are of it th a t though they had 
been m ated they had not been m atched; 
th a t tho bond of union which they consid­ 
ered a w reath of roses on tho day of their 
nuptials hips tu rn ed into an actual chain of 
iron, the w eight of w hich they now im pa­ 
tiently hear. aud the strength of which 
they despairingly test. 
Those of riper experience have found it 
out as a rule th a t always will hold good, 
th a t unless tho contracting parties stand on 
the sam e social, intellectual and m oral 
level, they will never be able to realize th e 
dream of tlieir love, nam ely, re obtain th a t 
happiness which they sought in alliance. All 
moralists, all who have th e welfare of the 
young at hea t, all who befriend their own 
children, will lay it to their h earts th a t 
thev should exercise th e utm ost caution in 
the selection of a p artner for life, th a t they 
should not yield to th e prom ptings of mo­ 
m entary im pulses, but th a t they should as­ 
certain w hether the person w ith whom Ihey 
intend to jo n heart ami hand will lie th eir 
equal in breeding, in intellect and in m ural 
w orth, w hether th e lines of th eir reasoning 
do not cross each other, w hether their 
thoughts ate not im pregnated w ith preju­ 
dices, w hether t he m ental loom upon w hich 
their thoughts are woven is of th e same 
m ake, and w hether the warp th a t is spanned 
thereupon is sound and contains tile sam e 
m aterial. 
As a general rule, it has become a m axim 
not to advise interm arriage between the 
different 
strata 
of society, or between 
m em bers of different nationalities, even if 
no religious bias should enter into the com­ 
bing! ion, sim ply because these differences 
are productive of so m anv other differences 
of opinion th at the future liaupiness ot 
such a couple becomes doubtful. 
W hen­ 
ever 
religion 
coroos 
into 
play 
the 
case is m ade still worse. 
Religion has 
come to all of us not by our own c boos n g , 
but., if I am perm itted to say so Irom infee- 
t on. 
These religious convictions 
have 
sunk so deeply into tho ground of our 
hearts th at we cannot uproot them W ithout 
destroying th e bed upon w hich they are 
planted. 
Supposing th a t two young people who 
have been brought up in this country arid 
who socially, intellectually and m orally do 
stand upon tile same level, who. fu rth er­ 
more, have arrived in th eir rel gious con­ 
ceptions to alm ost th e sam e conclusions; 
s u d d , sing th a t two such young people of 
different race should intend to join in 
m atrim ony, would under such conditions 
tho prospect of their future happiness as­ 
sum e tho shape of an assurance? lf such 
an exceptional case should occur there is 
still another point th a t ought not to be over­ 
looked. A person does not stand alone. 
Everybody is th e centre of som ecircle.be 
it sm aller or larger, and everybody bas 
obligations tow ards the same. 
Tho fact is th a t at present both sides are 
n*.t yet ripe for union, and th a t for th e sake 
of their personal happiness 
W e! I-H e n ii I ii ic P e r s o n s 
should dissuade them from an alliance 
th a t w ith rare exceptions could not be­ 
come a source of blessing to them . A lthough 
such a union m ust not necessarily turn 
out an unfortunate one. th e prospects are 
th a t it 
will 
because 
th e 
tim e 
has 
not yec arrived, and the evolutionary pro­ 
cess bas not yet advanced so far th at the 
prejudice which exists in both cam ps is so 
entirely and so thoroughly destroyed th a t 
not the least infectious ’germ is loft of it. 
It will require at least two or more genera^ 
t ohs to bring about such a condition of 
affairs here in America, w hile in Europe it 
m ay take as m anv generations m ore as 
their liberty stands in ratio to ours. 
Looking at tins question from an objec­ 
tive standpoint we brast not close our eyes 
to fat ts. and the facts are th a t the sparks of 
prejudice, although covered and hidden 
from view by an advancing civilization are 
still glim m ering, and are not yet ex tin ­ 
guished. Fanned by the breeze of m isfor­ 
tune. they w ill revive and then consume 
tlie tem ple of happiness th a t has been 
built upon sudh treacherous ground. W ith­ 
out 
any 
disregard 
or 
disappreciation 
of 
the 
noble 
qualities 
of 
our 
neighbors, 
Without, 
disregard 
to 
th eir 
friendship, 
to th eir integrity, to th eir 
moral worth we m ust still advise our chil­ 
dren not to enter upon so intim ate an alii- 
alice with them as is m arriage. Not be­ 
cause we hold ourselves t o good for them , 
not because we look down upon them , but 
on account of th eir happiness and our own 
it becomes advisable to postpone such a 
near relationship until the tim e will have 
arrived w hen we may safely tru st th a t tho 
last glim m er of prejudice and the last dif­ 
ference of opinion will have been removed. 
At th a t tim e, which is not so far distant, 
tho two religions will hav e been m erged 
into * ne, lim ier a process of chem ical araal- 
gam a ion. and not m echanical absorption. 
The • will have produced a new religion to 
which both will have carried their best 
parts or, rath er let me sav, they will have 
establis ed a religion which ought to be 
calleil "O ld.’’the religion of hum anity. W hen 
tile word “Jew ” will have lost the sting 
which still protrudes from it. and when the 
word “C hristian” will have ceased to be in 
our ear a synonym of idolatory, then will tho 
tim e have come when the two atm ospheres 
will allow of a chem ical m ixture, and w hen 
the happiness of contracting parties com ing 
from those different stocks will be as m uch 
assured as we believe now th at it is jeopar­ 
dized. 
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T IS ft false philoso­ 
phy which persuades 
people 
th at enjoy­ 
m ent is to be found 
in excitem ent alone. 
The only really valu­ 
able training is th at 
w hich teaches a maxi 
or a woman to be able 
to be indifferent to 
the fitful and quickly 
exhausted pleasures 
of social life. 
Society has m any 
excellent 
uses; 
it 
forms the m ind in 
one way as m uch as 
education form s it in 
another. The friction 
which it affords w ith 
other m inds softens 
prejudices, dissipates 
preconceived 
ideas, enlarges the 
intel­ 
lectual 
horizon 
and 
anim ates 
and 
vivifies the 
whole 
intelligence, when 
it is of a high and delicate kind itself, 
But the safest m ental preparation for it is 
th a t which does not overvalue or depend 
upon it. Those who cannot live w ithout 
excitem ent, w hether it take th e form of 
parties to m eet th e Prince of W ales, or of 
cheap trips to eat shrim ps at M argate, are 
unhappy, dependent on others, never inde­ 
pendent of fortune. 
Club life will in ­ 
evitably 
teach 
women 
to 
be 
m ore 
and m ore intolerant of privacy and m o­ 
notony. W omen usually like a th in g to a 
dangerously exaggerated extent when they 
like it at all. i t is alm ost certain th a t if 
they once acquire a taste for club life they 
w ill become im patient of any other: th e 
constant quid novi?—the constant changa 
of society, the m im icry of m asculine liber­ 
ties. and the ease w ith which their personal 
w ants are supplied, will all become pleas­ 
ures which will grow on them. W om en’s 
clubs will, I repeat, never he m uch needed 
by women of Hie world who already possess 
all th a t such clubs would offer them in 
m ore satisfactory forms, but they will be­ 
come a dangerous attraction to those classes 
of women, unhappily so m uch upon tho in­ 
crease. who, not m istresses of any hom e 
w here they can reign, educated enough to 
he restless and vain, owning or earning 
com petence enough to afford them leisure 
but not luxury, professing a sterile and un­ 
n atural indiffe epee to tho opinions and 
affections of m en, who plunge into charla­ 
tanism science or politics, in th eir search 
for excitem ent. 
These women, m eeting only other women, 
will increase their own discontent, and in ­ 
oculate w ith it tile contented. The society 
of women is not good. in a g reat degree, for 
a woman. W omen will harm the m ind of a 
wom an m uch m ore dangerously than 99 
m en out of a hundred. ‘ Beware of fem ale 
intim acies.” was said by a wise diplom atist 
to his daughters, and the ail vice was sound. 
W om en’s clubs will be hotbeds of such in­ 
tim acies. 
The iealous dislike w ith which m en re­ 
gard the attach m en t to a fem ale friend of 
the wom an they love is well founded. 
I o 
the friend are confided the dearest secrets 
and the m ost dangerous confidences, and in 
lier th e lover or th e husband alm ost always 
possesses his g reatest and m ost insidious 
enem y. Few m en are very wise, and few 
women are thoroughly loyal. All influence 
w hich na? a tendency to estrange women 
from m en is bad—bad in itself and bad in 
its results. Men are not a3 virtuous as 
wom eu would like them to be, nor are they 
often as clever as they im agine them selves 
to be: but. such as they are. they avo in­ 
finitely better ob'eets of wom en’s affections 
th an women them selves, and the m ental at­ 
m osphere which they bring w ith them is 
more robust and invigorating, w hilst th eir 
views are. on Hie whole, juster and m ore 
sensible about m ost m atters. 
T h e W o m e n o f th e W o r ld . 
W hy women of th e world are wiser in 
th eir judgem ents than women of th e bour­ 
geoisie is due to th e fact th a t the form er is 
constantly surrounded by an ever-changing 
society of w hich m en are th e m ost num er­ 
ous m em bers, aud th e most intim ate in 
assciation w ith h er; th e latter is. on the 
contrary, throw n for her iutirilatc associates 
alm ost entirely upon fem ale com panions. 
I lie m an is. perhaps, Hie strongest and best 
m an who livei little w ith women, but ihe 
woman w ho I ves most am ongst women is by 
no m eans th e sw eetest or the wisest woman. 
There is an inclination am ongst women in 
th e p osent days to.deifv them selves, which 
is n au g h t w ith im m easurable vanity, ego­ 
tism and woe for them selves and others. 
W om en's clubs will be tile nucleus of this 
undesirable self-adoration now so general in 
th weaker sex. T here is in women n lios- 
-tility tow ards m en, a.jealousy of their pow­ 
ers. an envy of th eir pursuits and their 
awards, which is pregnant w ith extrem e 
m ischief, and 
needs no encouragem ent 
from external circum stance. 
There m e 
too many, far too many, women num eri­ 
cally ; m a aes of these women are well edu­ 
cated and unem ployed; they are being 
tau g h t to believe th a t their salvation lies in 
forcing them selves into 
< areeri already 
overstocked by m en; and the inevitable re­ 
su lt will be a deadly Hostility between m any 
classes of the tw o sexes. Clubs will largely 
increase th a t class of 
women who are 
already an tag o n i'tic to m en. who are rest­ 
less and uncom fortable in th eir homes, who 
have a passion for physical science beoau-o 
they hope to satisfy* through it their un­ 
wholesome curiosities., and who possess 
neither the qualities which can attain a brill­ 
ian t position nor the resignation 
which 
can accept an obscure one. 
'I he w om en’s clubs, i. e., those for women 
alone, will alm ost certainly bo chiefly con­ 
fined to the m iddle classes. 
Womeu of 
fa Ilion will neith er need nor care for them . 
I heir m em bers will be alm ost entirely re­ 
cruited from th e large class of tolerably 
clever, infinitely discontented wom en who 
are often declassees, always discontented 
and ill a t ease, aud who pass m iserably 
from the fruitless restlessness of youth to 
an unloved and unlovely m aturity. 
T h e Ucfofct in M o d ern E d u c a tio n . 
The suprem e defect of all m odern educa­ 
tion i3 th a t it occupies itself solely w ith the 
m ind, and scarcely touches or attem pts to 
form the character at all, and th e more 
scientific or "special” the education be 
the more absolutely under its dom ina­ 
tion is th e developm ent 
of the ch ar­ 
acter neglected. 
T bs hum an 
m ind in 
finite, like the hum an life; and, if very 
m uch of one th in g he forced on it. it is 
greedily filled by this to the exclusion 
of other and often more valuable things. 
Unselfishness is a more precious quality 
than "all th e ologies.” and tact and deli* 
cacy sw eeten the ways of life far more th an 
does the ability to dissect a living organism 
or do an advanced problem iii Euclid. Com­ 
petition in t e schools hardens into uncon­ 
scious vanity and egotism the n atutally 
soft and pliant tissues of fem ale character, 
and in after years of club life. if it become 
general for women, will un luesrionably in­ 
crease this offensive self-concentration. 
The m ost “clubable” m an, the m an who 
m ost frequents his club and m akes it the 
centre of his existence, is usually also the 
m ost egotistic, self-centred and self-indul­ 
gent of men. It is because he studies h im ­ 
self exclusively th a t his club fulfils to him 
’.he whole ideal of existence and satisfies 
him absolutely. 
The sam e effect upon 
wom an w ill be more fatal, since more essen­ 
tially u nlo' cly is selfishness in her than in 
him . 
E verything, which 
tends to take 
women out of th eir own homes is injurious 
to the world a t large. The em ploym ent 
of one class of women in workrooms, simps 
ana factories, tho university training now 
bestowed on anotlm r claes, the constant stir 
and publicity in winch the highest class of 
all live anil move and have their being, 
serve alike to destroy th e essential charm 
of women 
and remove them from the 
sphere ot th eir natural happ ness and influ­ 
ence. Club life will do th s more and more. 
and will substitute the hard glare of con­ 
tinual publicity tor th at subdued light of 
hom e in w hich women are at th eir best and 
happiest. 
It is lor the convenience of th e average 
woman th a t a female club world is about to 
em erge into existence and it is to the aver­ 
age woman th a t its effects will be eventu­ 
ally m ost baneful, if, a t the com m ence­ 
m ent, It m ay appear to offer her repose, 
am usem ent and economy. It m ay flatter th > 
vanity and m islead the ignorance of th e sex 
to pass th eir lives in public dining, reading, 
talking anil letter w riting in tho peopled 
rooms o I a club house; but it will not give 
to them M iranda’s charm s. Desdem ona's 
tenderness, Ju lie t’s passion nor C ornelia’s

11—1 did not m ean to say 
th a t there were no others of m erit, hut th a t 
these two were so far superior to all others 
th at we would not discuss others in one 
short interview . I then showed ih at im ­ 
ported M essenger was the prim e factor iii 
the A m erican tro ttin g 
horse. 
It was 
also 
shown 
th a t 
w here 
Messenger 
blood had been separated for several gen­ 
erations. and th en com ing through several 
channels, com bined in one stream , it pro­ 
duced good results. I m ight go on and show 
th at the m erit in th e Morgan horse, about 
w hich we hear so m uch praise, is due large­ 
ly to im ported Messenger. 
I have often 
thought th a t the Morgan blood in George 
W ilkes, w hen brought together in Bed 
W ilkes—George W ilkes having the blood of 
Sherm an Morgan in the airth remove, while 
tw o strains of Sherm an Morgan is found in 
Red W ilkes—one a sixth and o n easev en th 
rom ive- had som ething to do w ith the

rand success th is horse has had in the stud, 
rince W ilkes—2.14-14 ~ his greatest son on 
the turf, has another strain through his 
dam . the seventh remove, giving hun four 
strains of Sherm an Morgan.

Thoroughbred 
blood is all right, b u t we m ust nave ii after 
it has been educated to trot, not run. Halt- 
hreds will occasionally produce phenom enal 
trotters, b ut the records show th a t they 
cannot sire speed, at the trot, w ith u ni­ 
form ity. W e m ust have the preponderance 
of educated tro ttin g blood, w ith Hie instinct 
to tro t so firm ly fixed th a t th e little baby 
colt will show a desire to beat its m other in 
th e paddock at th a t gait, 
"O ur successful trotting sires of th e day 
w ere full of thoroughbred blood th at has 
been educated to trot. I ain satisfied th at 
we have plenty of thoroughbred blood 
which has been so bred and trained th at 
tho running instinct is pretty nearly elim ­ 
inated. T hus it is necessary to experim ent 
by adding tliroughbred blo: d fresh from 
the running turf.

Mas­ 
todon bones, no m arket value a ttach ed : for 
exhibition purposes worth nothing. Two- 
legged colt, stuffed, $2.50. I would assess 
the value of it at $25 for show purposes 
only. as it xvas a fake, and had no m arket 
value outside of the show business. He 
puts in n crocodile at $75.

there are full grown bail’s, w aiting only 
m oderate irritation of the skin aud vigor of 
th e child to sta rt them growing. Girls who 
desire thick hair and boys 
who w ant 
m oustaches ought to take hypophosphites 
or the vitalized posphates iii some shape, 
rem em bering th a t a little of these things 
is good, bu t it does not folloAV th at more is 
better. 
Food has more to do w ith th e color 
and thickness of the hair than is generally 
suspected. It is probable th a t the incessant 
diet of oatm eal and m ilk, eaten by the low­ 
land Scotch, causes the tint-ivhite locks so 
frequent am ong them , w hile th e black 
H ighlanders gained their color from living 
for generations on deers’ fie-h. The free 
use of grape juice and sw eet cider tends to 
darken the h air in youth, and tho old-fash­ 
ioned tonic of rusty nails in cider shows its 
effects in the darkening of pale eyebrows 
and lashes, if toilet care is not forgotten. 
B ut one m ust be careful not to overdo trials 
of this Kind. H alf a glass of sour cider and 
non rust three tim es a day. half an hour be­ 
fore meals, just Avhen the faintness of hun­ 
ger begins, is enough for a child or delicate 
woman. 
As to eating for a fine com plexion, the 
brown bread aud syrup breakfasts and sup­ 
pers produce beautiful skins and flesh th at 
looks as if it had the grain of m arble. But 
the syrup m ust be reboiled aud skim m ed 
well. 
for m ost of til© m odern 
sweets, 
w hether of m aple or cane, are so thinly 
m ade as to ferm ent easily, causing extrem e 
acidity of digestion, the worst tiling for 
health, looks or tem per. Thin, pale chil­ 
dren with w atery blue eyes m ust be kept 
Irom this pernicious state of things by 
taking charcoal lozenges or carbonate of 
am m onia, or the old dom estic drink of ash 
w ater, ivhich. as a cure for indigestion or 
dyspepsia, is far too good to be lost. 
It is 
m ade bv pouring a quart of boiling w ater 
on five heaping spoonfuls of 
Clean W ood Ashes, 
allowing it to settle, and taking half a cup­ 
ful of the w ater a t meal?, or w hen acid­ 
ity is felt. This prevents m any ailm ents of 
children, including pimples, and regulates 
the kidneys, w hich have their influence on 
complexion, corpulence and grow th of Lair. 
Then, to haA'e healthy, clear-faced children, 
tho w ater used, not only for drinking but 
for all food, m ust Bo pure aud preferably 
soft. The scare about filters returning im ­ 
purities to Hie w ater is overdone. Charcoal 
absorbs I.IOO tim es its Aveightof im puri­ 
ties before it parts witli any. The fault is 
in sm a I, iniperlect tilters. Avhich, with a 
quart of sand and charcoal, aro expected 
to filter all the o a te r for a household to 
th e 
end 
of 
tim e. 
Tho filling should 
be changed m onthly, at least, and the 
charcoal reburnt, while the sand is washed. 
W hen filtering is out of tho question w ater 
is m uch softened and panned by boiling 
live m inutes ana setting it to cool w ith 
pieces ot wood charcoal in the pitcher. The 
m ilk for children aud sick people is im ­ 
proved by dropping well rinsed charcoal 
into it as it is set away. These tilings have 
a m arvellous influence 
on the growth, 
health aud physical refinem ent of children. 
When you find the women rem arked for 
their comely complexions, as rn Monroe. 
Mich,, for one place, tho native place of 
G eneral C uster’s beautiful Avile, you will 
alw ays find rem arkable purity of water. 
Girls and boys should have the advantage 
of building them selves up w ith the best 
m aterial, and the six pailfuls of Avater 
Avherewitli our hum an clay is kneaded 
surely has m uch influence on blood and 
bra ii. 
Bure w ater and air will m ake supple 
figures, dancing footstep- and all Hie grace 
of pliant m ovem ents which are oar ex­ 
cellence the ciiarm of early girlishness. 
U nder this stimulus a girl forgets the 
languor, not to say dumpishness, supposed 
to belong to tho period of youth. Im pure 
waters leave their deposits in the bones, 
m akingirregular Joints and thick k nuckles; 
they Aveave coarse., friry h a ir aud dull the 
very eyeballs,. 
To acquire suppleneSs.wliich is tho beauty 
and useful grace of women, training m ust 
V:egin in childhood., not by gym nasium 
E 
ractice. which gives a m echanical air, 
ut by use of every m uscle for some pur­ 
pose. Let a girl swing from a trapeze 
not to acquire 
a 
difficult 
feat, 
but 
for the fun of it, 
pure 
and 
simple. 
Let her gym nasium be a secluded part of 
the lawn or a skylighted attic full ot sun­ 
shine, or, best of all for ill weather, Hie 
glazed porch, Avhich ought to belong to 
every house as m uch as its bay w :ndows and 
vestibule. These glazed verandas, giving 
all the light possible on the gloom iest days 
and protection from storms, should be fitted 
for am usem ent iii private houses, as they 
are in hotels at Fortress Monroe and the 
w inter resorts generally. It should be Hie 
conservatory, not of plants so m uch as of 
T h e H ea lth of W om e n nm! C hild ren . 
It is vastly better to build such a porch in 
a sheltered southeast angle to catch the 
sun. and beat it w ith hot-air pipes, with 
hom e com forts at hand, than to go South 
w inters to inhale m alaria and eat lard cook­ 
ery. Such a sun pavlov, hung w ith trailing 
plants aud 
freshened bv choice Aviator 
slim bs, should be the place lor violin prac­ 
tice and singing, for the skipping rope and 
battledore, for the siesta and newspaper 
reading, so 
th at 
the fullest advantage 
should be taken of w inter sunlight. The 
benefit of such a resort tor delicate children 
cannot be held too high. 
I do not wish to be m isunderstood as re­ 
gards gym nasium practice. It is better than 
no exercise a t all. but all this play with 
dum bbells, Indian clubs and apparatus is 
verv tam e. and at the same tim e verv diffi­ 
c u lt—like fighting the air. It lacks freedom,

off. We do not w antour girls m oving about

As you value 
her peace, do not so m uch guard against ber 
tak in g cold as render h er so Hardy ih a t she 
is not likely to take it. Discard rubbers for 
daily use. R ubber boots are all right when 
the streets are afloat in January thaw , but 
for nine m onths of the year nothing m ore is 
w anted than sandals for short Avalks, or 
cork-soled, oil leather boots for the w orst 
weather. I believe th a t wearing rubbers 
too much is at the root of m any com m on 
colds. A light-soled shoe, w ith th e thinnest 
layer of cork, is far pleasanter to wear. 
English girls of good fam ily are bred un to 
despise w eather, but they Avear cork-soled 
shoes or water-proof leathers and avooI 
Avater-proof cloaks in place 'of steam ing 
them selves inside rubber cloaks and over­ 
shoes. 
They know th a t nothing softens 
com plexh us m ore kindly than hours 
n 
m oisture aud rain, or frightens the blood in 
the cheeks better than a stinging wind 
faced for miles. Don t suffer them to grow 
bilious, thin and pickle-fed, but send them 
outdoors 
four 
hours 
every 
day. 
and 
these 
disorders 
disappear. 
The 
English 
schoolgirl 
is 
not 
alloAved 
to be as m uch of an invalid as her Ameri­ 
can sister often is. The ^ood looks are too 
valuable, and every care is given to protect 
them by a wholesome hardiness. 
E arly 
hours fur rest and rising are her rule, re­ 
m em bering th at plants m ake m ost grow th 
in the hours after sunrise. She is not in 
dread of consum ption or pneum onia if she 
happens to be caught in a shower or upset 
boating. 
She is not toadied to as tre­ 
m endously as tho Am erican girl all her 
life, nnd if she is not so viA'acious and a t­ 
tractive at first, she m akes m ore of an inter­ 
esting com panion w hen she comes to be 
known.

ODD ITEMS. 


AN ANTIQUATED NOOK. 


C reek S q u are an d 
Its H isto ry Not 
G e n e ra lly K n o w n . 
T he eye of an antiquarian worshipper 
m ust glisten w ith pleasure w hen it glances 
over th a t spot in Boston know n as Creek 
street and Creek square and Salt lane, for 
here, hem m ed in away from the current of 
general travel and observation, is a historic 
region th at would have done th e heart of 
D ickens him self good to explore, because 
so m uch rem ains to connect the imng.na- 
tion w ith bygone days. 
Creek street itself 
is but little m ore than an alley, paved Avith 
cobble stones, looking as tin ugh they Had 
been there for u century at least, which is 
possible, in view' of th e little use to Avear 
them out. and there are very lim ited side­ 
w alks- o r room for any, in fact—which 
Avas 
the 
custom. 
Previous 
to 
the 
revolution, 
w hat 
is 
now 
known 
by 
the distinguished title of Creek square was 
the form er Creek lane. This, too, is narrow, 
and has an apology for a sidewalk about 
two feet wide 
H ere stands a toav of houses 
w inch once were doubtlessly considered 
toney. These w ere built soon after peace 
was declared by fjie im m ortal Governor 
John Hancock, and are knoAvu to tins day 
by the title of “H ancock’s Row.” At pres­ 
ent they servo a very utilitarian purpose as 
shops for carpenters and other artisans. 
Tile building on tile coiner of Marshal) 
street (where Mr. I,earnard kept a shoe 
store for over 70 years, w hich is still iii occu­ 
pancy by his sons for tho sam e purpose? bas 
a double history, in tho regard of Mr.Learn- 
ard ’s long occupation, and his purveying 
in the early portion of his career to the 
aristocratic: dam es 
and dam sels of old 
N orth End. as wed as to its previously be­ 
ing the office and residence of Kbenezer 
Hancock 
brother of th e governor, and 
deputy paym aster-general of Hie Conti­ 
nental army. 
Creek street extended form erly to the old 
creek, (where Blackstone street is nowi 
lienee its title, but at present it m akes a 
semi-circle and joins Creek square, which 
extends into Salt lane. 
There is nothing 
special in tile street itself to call further 
attention to, except a t its entrance on Mar­ 
shall street, where, upon the left hand side, 
em bedded in a blick Avail of abuilding 
fronting upon H anover street, m ay be seen 
the famous “Boston stone.” bearing the in­ 
scription on one side “Boston Stone. 1737.” 
This stone bas m ade quite it m ark in tho 
records of history. It cam e Irom England 
about 1700, aud was used by a painter for 
grinding his pigm ents upon. th o ’ e being no 
other call lor it. The spherical stone which 
now surm ounts its fellow was the grimier. 
These 
st m ea 
were 
for 
a 
tim e lost, 
but were discovered when digging for the 
foundat on of the present edifice. The largo 
stone is about one-fourth its original size. 
It is alleged th a t the stones Avere intended 
for a symbol of trade, as was the custom of 
the times, and th a t th e nam e was uerived 
from a fam ous london prototype, which 
served as a direction to shops. The painter 
aforesaid had placed in the front of his 
house at Boston Stone his ccat-of-arins, 
carved in wood from Avhich the house be­ 
came known as Hie ‘'P ainter’s Arm s.” This 
relic of heraldry, bearing date 1701, m ay be 
seen em bedded in the front wall of the 
building cornering on Hanover and Mar­ 
shall streets, and it is in a good state of 
preset vation. 
Close at Hand to these antiquities Avere 
tho form er m eeting places of the revolu­ 
tionary patriots, John Adams, P aul Revere. 
John Hancock. W arren. Church, Sam uel 
Adams, Otis aud others, and near by was 
the dw elling of Beniam in Franklin, in Hie 
inn kept by his father, established iii 1698, 
but long since dem olished. T he locality 
has other 
historical 
notability, derived 
from the fact th a t on th e site of the build- 
m aking the southerly corner of Creek 
square the D uke cie C hartres (afterwards 
Louis Phillip®) resided for a short period 
w ith a com patriot nam ed A in blart!, and 
w hile here as a refugee he taught the 
French language as a m eans of subsistence.

I will now do so. 
Colorow was not regarded as a great 
statesm an oven by his tribe, but he aa on 
the faith aud approval of his people more 
especially 
by his patient aud 
efficient 
m ethods of untiring homicide. 
He did not 
care for the pomp and circum stance of 
war, the blast of bugles, the neighing of 
red-nostrilled chargers, or the gaudy trap­ 
pings and paraphernalia of com bat 
He 
preferred the quiet of the busky dell, tho 
silent night, the sough of tho pine or any 
other sougherer, so th at he was not includ­ 
ed him self, tile quiet of tho forest, tho 
deep hush of the lonely gulch, w ith none 
but the Gre at Spirit and the regular arm y 
t i watch him ; then. w ith a steady aim and 
the click of his approved W inchester, tho 
echoes and 
the lonely 
prospector died 
away together. The stream moved gently 
on. T hen Colorow'* own special buzzard 
descended from Hie crest of the hills and 
began his inquest. 
The m odest chieftain 
robbed the dead, and then went on. Ho did 
not ask to be banquetted on bis return. 
H- scorned the popular approval, and asked 
for no recognition other than the conscious­ 
ness of auty well done. T hat was Colo- 
row’s style. 
Do I not 
know bim ? Have we 
not 
roamed over tho North nark and Muddy 
pass and along Owl creek aud over lnde-

donee m ountain together, or very nearly so, 
I being only two or three m ountains in 
advance? 
But he is gone. Colorow celebrated his 
C hristm as by sitting around the depot of 
the great hence. P hilanthropists tell us 
th at he has gone directly to heaven. I 
hope not. T hat is, I hope he has not gone 
directly there. 
I tru st th at ho 
had a 
chance to stop som ewhere on the road 
aud wash away his guilty stains. W hen I 
saw him buried in the North park I no­ 
ticed m a t he had the largest collection of 
giiiliy and other styles of stains of any 
savage I had ever associated with, 
lf 
Colorow had gone directly to heaven, and it 
becomes generally known, it will certainly 
do m uch to discourage travel th at way next 
year, and salvation, which has heretofore 
been entirely free, will fie placed on tile list 
of articles re m iring protection. 
ColoroAv’s death was caused by pneum onia 
directly, brought on bv exposure. It seems 
that a year ago, at a full-dress ball, given at 
Ousary, be forgot to bandage up his lungs 
w hen ne changed from a high to a low-cut 
vest, and pneum onia harvested the great 
w arrior just as Yuletide was com ing on. 
He was not a ready speaker, and as a lec­ 
turer and reader of his own words ho Avas 
repeatedly criticised, but bo was a tireless 
foe,and would rather do th at than anything 
else. He started in as a young m an 10 wipe 
out th e United Slates, and though he did 
riot succeed, lie has done w hat hecould. Ile 
did not care for publicity or press notices. 
Fie just wanted to know th at bo had the 
approval of his own little sm oke-tanned 
conscience, and then lie Avould take an old 
lag and some kerosene oil and d e a n out his 
old rice and sta rt out again. Some days lie 
would scare up t avo or thru© w hite m in and 
get them all. Other days lie would have to 
content him self w ith a little dead child. 
Very often he played to poor business, but 
he never m urm ured or repined. 
Colorow did not believe in industry or 
open hostility. He Avas a conservative Jack 
the Ripper on his fath er’s side. All his 
ancestors Avera long-lived people. T hat is, 
thev generally succeeded in living longer 
th an those who looked at things from a dif­ 
ferent standpoint, 
Those who disagreed 
w ith the Colorow fam ily generally ran 
across each other in ii better land. Ho was 
quiet, like a ll successful m urderers, and re­ 
m inded me in m any ways of old m an Ben­ 
der in his more prosperous daA's. Still, lie 
h a d an air about him which, though flavored 
w ith the past, still com m anded respect, ana 
when he asked a m au at the table to please 
pass tim butler, th a t m an Avould drop every­ 
thing else he had on hand and pass tho 
butter. 
C o l o r o w O n c e ,l u m p e d 
O n e of M y 
M ines, 
but I forgive him now th at he is dead, I 
did not criticise him at the tim e, for the dav 
he jum ped the m ine I jum ped the country. 
and so I thought I would say nothing more 
about it. I had just been dotvn the gulch a 
little Avay. and w a s returning. As I strolled 
on, up the little trail. J hurst forth into 
song. My soul was full, and just seem ed to 
Avell up in one of the most, joyous little 
peaus th a t evpr jolted tho geological form a­ 
tion of Colorado. 
It w as at t h i s tim e th at Colorow and I 
were throw n together. I knew him by.his 
scarred and powder-burned face. 
From 
w hat bo said I could see th at avo would 
never be happy together, and so I w ent 
atvay. There could be nothing in common 
between two men of such entirely opposite 
tastes. He avos a thick-set. h airy m an, Av ith 
an im m ediate gun. I a tall, lithe, blonde 
person, less liaiiy than he, and ill fitted for 
assassination. 
W hether tho mine will now revert to me, 
together with Ilia *55 feet of w ater and as­ 
sessments, I Avot not. I would not wet if I 
w anted to. I only know th a t Colorow is 
dead, aud that, know ing him as I do. I 
would advise the angelic host to conceal its 
croAvns every night: also to see th at tho 
aged chief docs not push the women and 
children over the battlem ents w hile they 
are looking tho other way. 
I m et a sad-looking mail in the smoking- 
car the other day. He was woe begone ami 
cast down, and looked tough. He had tv suit 
of clothes which did not fit him , and there 
were dried (dover blossoms iu his hair, The 
air of poverty and the haymoAV pervaded 
his neighborhood. He told mc ho was well 
educated, but poor—oh. so poor! He looked 
doAvn at his clothes and said they were not 
m ade especially for him. 
1 rold him th at I 
had judged so. He said he Ava* a college 
graduate, hut somehow liar! never succeed­ 
ed. because lie only knew w hat a lot of 
oilier people kneAV, and the other people 
had secured Hic jobof know iugtliose things 
at a salary, while lie just kneiv them for h.s 
own am usem ent. 
Last sum m er he Avas driven in to Neiv 
York, not bv his own coachm an, as some 
are. but by adversity. 
He was compelled 
to do anything, and for a Avliile sold terra 
cotta gum rings for um brellas on tile street. 
O ften he was tem pted to eat Iii*; assets, he 
was so hungry, bul did not do so. 
At last 
hunger 
com pelled 
him 
to seek other 
avenues of trade. 
So he tried Seventh 
avenue. 
He hired out to act as a lay figure. 
T hat 
looks like an easy job. but little does Hie 
average laborer know of toil. 
He hired 
him self unto a bed m anufacturer. 
In the 
show window it avos the custom to m ake up 
a handsom e bed. us ng tho Morpheus jolt- 
Jess couch or sonic other neiv style col­ 
lapsing bed and baby grand piano com ­ 
bined. He hired to re d o m in this bcd at 
so m uch per day and his Learn. All ne had 
to do was just to lie there like little E va 
in “ Uncle Tom s Cabin” com pany and look 
sw eet, fireatho perfectly natural, or like 
the wax works in the assassination groups 
af the Chicago m useum s, and not allow 
him self to actually go to sleep, for then ho 
m ight snore and disgrace him self. 
Reople used to flatten th eir noses up 
against th e windoiv from 0 o’clock iii tho 
m orning till k o’clock at night, looking 
at the beautiful bed and the wax m an ivith 
the nice, fuzzy w hiskers as th e counterpane 
rose and fell w ith each gentle respiration. 
It was real good, 
it was not w hat you 
could call a sedentary business, arid yet it 
was not difficult, it was not, however, a 
calling which aroused the faculties m uch, 
and a m an w ithout a college education 
could have soon learned so the crowd would 
not have known the difference. 
Som etim es people would 
criticise him 
and say he n eded th s and he nee od th a t 
in order to look lifelike. Some criticised 
his hair, others said one ear av as bigger th an 


nate, dressed in a (one robe dc unit, trim m ed 
! witli red fatting round tun yoke and sleeves 
I and w ith a special tram to it, abandoned 
the position which he had before recopied, 
j That is the reason he attracted attention as 
! lie passed the City Hall on his way to the 
I Brooklyn bridge. T hat is tho reason why 
i he lcwAvears a suit of clothes which he 
j ordered in a h u m , a suit of clothes w hich 
i was m ade for tho lay figure in a Ncav Jersey 
cornfield, but which were doubtless re- 
1 turned as unsatisfactory. 
SM H he Avas a good talker, and bis con­ 
versation interested m e very m uch. Ile 
got to talking tinallv of the South, and in-m 
cidentallv of the bloody-shtrt elem ent on 
the line band and the guni-tolu reconcilers 
on tho other. 
Incidentally he used 
as 
nearly as I can recall it, about the follow­ 
ing language 
. 
”'l ho groAvth of reconciliation betw aentiie 
North and South is tho slow grow th of 
years and tile work of generations. 
When 
any man. North or South, in a public place, 
fakes occasion to talk in a mellow ana 
m aw kish way of the great, love he now 
has for his old enem y, watch him. fie ts 
getting ready to ask a favor. 
I know th at 
there is a beautiful, poetic idea in tho re­ 
union of two contending and shattered ele­ 
m ents of a great nal ion. 
There is some­ 
thing beautifully pathetic iii tho picture of 
the North and Sooth clasped 
rn 
eacli 
other's arm s and shedding a torrent of hot 
tears down each other’s t acks as it is done 
in a nlay, but do yon believe th a t tho aged 
m others on either side havo learned to love 
tho foe that shot bor son and burned her 
beautiful hom e? Do you believe th at tile 
crippb d veteran, North or South, now pas 
siouatelv loves the adversary who robbed 
bi'ii of his glorious youth, macle him a feeble 
ruin and mowed upwn his com rades with 
sw ift deaf Ii? Do you believe tiiat either 
w arrior is so fickle th at he has deserted the 
cause for will h lie fought? 
“No, sir. This m audlin, m aw kish style of 
parlor theatricals is w orthy of the real es­ 
tate speculator aud tho bloodless,windy wars 
B e t w e e n M en W h o B a t t l e fur B u st 
Office*. 
“Let the gentlo linger of tim e undo the 
physical devastation w rought iii the South. 
Let succeeding generations geek through 
natural m ethods to Reunite tho busbie s aud 
the traffic th a t were interrupted by th e Avar 
Let the South guarantee to the N orthern 
investor security to him self aud his invest­ 
m ent.and he will notask for the love which 
Ave read of in speeches, but do not expect 
aud do not find in tho South, 
“Two w arring parents, on tho verge of 
divorce, have been saved the disgrace of 
separation, and agreed to m aintain their 
household for tho sake of their children. 
T heir love has been questioned by tho 
world, and their relations strained, is It 
not bud insto for them to pose in public and 
m ake a cheap Romeo and Ju liet tableau of 
them selves? 
“Lot tim e and merci ml silence obliterate 
th e soars of war, and succeeding genera­ 
tion. fostered by the sm iles of national 
prosperity, soften the bitterness of tho past 
and mellow the m em ory of a m ighty strug­ 
gle iii which each contending host called 
u p 'ii alm ighty God to sustain the cause 
which it honestly believed to bedust, 
"l ot us be contented during this genera­ 
tion with the assurance th a t geographically 
tim Union bas been preserved, and th at each 
contending Avarnor has once more taken up 
the peaceful struggle for bettering and 
beautifying tho home he fought for.

H undreds of skeletons have linen found in 
a good sffite of preservation. All were lying 
on the left side. W ith Hie skeletons were 
iound beads, arrow, spear and tom ahaw k 
heads, and av h at is believed to have been 
indian money, m ade of Lone aud ivory. 
Some of Hie beads were of bone, others of 
sm all stones, and all were b eautifully col 
ored. Among tile trin k ets were m any bone 
fish-hooks and copper articles used bv tho 
Indians for some purpose unknow n at Hits 
day. The trink ets were all perforated with 
very sm all holes. 
A Utica gentlem an, known for his love for 
curiosities, has discovered tile coat of the 
blue suit worn by Daniel W ebster w hen he 
started for D artm outh College. 
It is a 
hom espun garm ent, every thread of which 
was probably carded, spun and woven by 
his m other’s hand from the wool of their 
own sheep. It was a dyed-in-the-wool suit, 
and the ro to r was indigo blue—die old New 
England color. The coat m ust have been 
ill-fitting, and covered him alm ost from 
cr.llar to ankle. It was unbecom ing to Ids 
dark sw arth skin, but it was new and tho 
best he had. W ebster became partial to the 
color in which he began his career, aud 
always wore a blue coat. 
M. Govi, an Italian savant, has presented 
a paper to tho French Academy of sciences, 
in winch he c l iiuis lur Galileo the distinc­ 
tion of having discovered tho microscope 
as well as the telescope, He has found a 
bi ok printed in Kilo. according to which 
Galileo had already directed his tube fitted 
w ith lenses to the observation of sm all near 
objects, 'th e philosopher him self stated, 
shortly after this date, th a t he had been 
able to observe through a lens the m ove­ 
m ents of m inute anim als and th eir organs 
of sense.

A sa substitute for granite blocks, steel 
paving is attracting consute; able attention, 
Us durability being said to be quite a point 
in its favor, and its cost being som ew hat 
less.

sore to sec the prosperity of his neighbor. 
Well placed in life fro m tiisea rly start.it 
annoys him to find comrades in the upper 
altitudes. 
Is he to blame? 
I am not prepared to answer that. W hat 
his parents were I don’t know. 
W hat 
strain, way back in the dimnesses of the 
past, affect his unpleasantness of the pres­ 
ent none of us can toll. 
I simply know 
that os blackness is to light, as earth to 
heaven, as acidity to sweetness, so is he to 
, my father's old friend—the one all gloom, 
gam est, pushing, restless, inconveniently 
omnipresent, the other charming in m an­ 
ner. gracious in bearing, beaming with 
cod nature, not alone to his neighbor

The one a never ending gleam of 
beatific humanity, the other a first-class 
illustration of a devil in broadcloth and 
calfskin. 
Which of the two do you prefer? 
It is for you to determine 
It isn’t the 
money in your pocket nor the want of it. 
It isn’t the surroundings at nom**, nor tho 
lack of them. It is not your friendships, 
nor your intimacies, nor your personal 
habits. It is your own indetermined pro­ 
gramme of good nature or ill nature to 
everybody in general, and particularly to 
yourself.

Throughout the 
operation the utmost care was ne essary in 
Older that no n ary should bo done to the 
pleura or lining of tho thorax, directly be­ 
neath which fay the heart, which shook 
with its pulsations the very membrane from 
which the surgeon’s knife must remove the 
unhealthy 
growth. 
Hixon "s wife 
was 
present during the 
operation, and de­ 
spaired of 
the result when 
she real­ 
ized the dangers that must be avoided. 
Nevertheless, the rill was removed success­ 
fully. Mince the operation Hixon has re­ 
gained his appetite and has suffered little 
pain. Today, sitting in a rocking-chair at 
his home, he felt confident that he could 
resume work within a few weeks.
